Abduction  in  Toronto 

The  article  by  Lawrence 
Fenwick  on  1  Abduction  in 
Toronto*  ( JUFO ,  1:4,  pp. 

6-12)  was  quite  interest¬ 
ing  but  I  couldn't  help 
but  question  the  authenti- 
city  of  the  encounter  be- 
cause  of: 

1.  Previous  psychiatrie 
problems . 

2.  Some  evidence  indica¬ 

tive  of  a  psychiatrie  dis- 
order.  (i.e.  possible  bor- 
derline  psychotic  schizo¬ 
phrénie  as  indicated  by  A: 
fDull  effect*  noted  by 
lack  of  emotional  expres¬ 
sion  about  the  incident, 
father's  death,  etc.  I  re¬ 
cal  1  that  the  investigat- 
ors  encouraged  her  to  be 
relaxed,  but  was  she  ob- 
viously  aggitated  by  the 
incident  or  not?  B:?Para- 
noid  thoughts*  -  ”1  think 

he  wanted  to  kill  them.” 


There  seemed  to  be  no  ba- 
sis  in  her  story  for  her 
to  think  such  a  thought. 
C:  Past  record  of  possible 
delusions/  hallucinations. 
e.g.”vivid  imagination..”, 
”claimed  to  hâve  seen  biz- 
zare-looking  ghosts  before 
the  encounter.”) 

3.  Possible  candidate  for 
being  a  drug  abuser,  (i.e. 
a  14  year  old  on  summer 
vacation  with  adolescent 
problems  raises  the  poss- 
ibility.  She  was  reported 
to  hâve  slept  12  hours  af- 
ter  each  sighting.  Most 
abused  drugs  cause  one  to 
sleep  for  prolonged  per- 
iods  after  the  !high.f 
Also  most  Street  drugs  are 
eut  with  atropine  or  atro- 
pinic-like  drugs  which 
cause  pupils  to  dilate, 
face  to  become  flushed, 
increased  heart  rate,  etc. 
”Sarahfs  face  was  highly 
flushed  when  she  arrived 
at  home  and  her  eyes  were 
dilated.”) 

4.  Incohérent  information. 
I  believe  that  this  might 
be  used  to  evaluate  wheth- 
er  the  personfs  perception 
of  an  encounter  was  real- 
istic  or  non-realistic. 
This  concept  may  be  diffi- 
cult  to  understand  but  let 
me  use  this  example: 

Man  fAf  says  he  left  his 
apartment  by  walking 
through  the  wall ,  and  when 
he  retumed  he  entered 
through  the  door. 

Man  fBf  says  the  same 
except  that  when  he  re¬ 
tumed  he  entered  his 
apartment  by  going  through 
the  wall  again. 

Now  if  one  decided  that 
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maybe  one  might  be  able  to 
walk  through  a  wall  then 
which  man  would  you  be  in- 
clined  to  say  experienced 
a  real  perception?  I  would 
be  inclined  to  question 
Man  A’s  perception  because 
it  was  incohérent.  Dreams,- 
hallucinations  and  delu- 
sions  -  being  non-realis- 
tic  -  are  prone  to  inco- 
herencies  of  content,  and 
this  may  be  a  useful  cri- 
terion  to.  use  in  deciding 
if  a  person’ s  perception 
of  an  encounter  was  real- 
is tic  or  not . 

Now  Sarah  said  "I  went 
in  (to  the  craft)  through 
the  wall...  they  took  me 
out  the  door.”  Why  didnft 
they  take  her  through  the 
wall  again? 

In  summary,  I  can’t  help 
but  question  the  authenti- 
city  (realism)  of  her  ex¬ 
périence  because  of  these 
four  éléments.

This  was j  and  still  is, 
a  puzzling  sériés  of  inci¬ 
dents  .  On  the  surface  your 
arguments  seem  valid  under 
the  ci rcums tan  ces  whi ch 
you  quoted,  and  they  must 
be  given  considération. 
However ,  the  physical  évi¬ 
dence  (e.g.  ground  traces) 
and  the  numerous  witnesses 
(some  of  them  independent) 
in  this  case  complicate 
the  situation.  According 
to  Fenwick  and  Muscat  who 
investigated  the  case 
there  was  no  evidence  of 
drug  use  (other  than  poss- 
ibly  the  symptoms  you  des- 
cribe.  The  major  witness 
was  not  appréhensive  of 
police  or  media  involve  - 
ment  in  the  case,  which 
would  seem  contrary  to  the 
behavior  of  a  person 
using  drugs. 

Perhaps  further  study  of 
the  effects  recently  re- 
corded  by  Ray  Stanford  and 
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his  PSI  staff  may  throw 
additional  light  on  inci¬ 
dents  suçh  as  these,  but 
until  these  types  of  en- 
counters  hâve  been  given 
further  serious  study  by 
quali  fied  researchers  ,  I 
for  one  am  not  ready  to 
draw  any  conclusions. 
Sarah  's  expérience  may  not 
hâve  been  a  completely 
real  physical  event ,  but  I 
am  not  y  et  ready  to  Write 
it  off  as  a  complété  fab¬ 
rication  or  delusion.  -Ed.

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A  couple  of  years  ago  I 
encountered  a  case  which 
illustrâtes  how  easy  it 
can  be  for  a  member  of  the 
public  who  might  hâve  in- 
deed  seen  something  uni- 
dentifiable,  to  let  his 
imagination  lead  him  to 
believe  that  any  strange 
event  he  cannot  immédiate  - 
ly  identify  is  a  UFO.  The 
case  involved  a  Hamilton, 
Ontario  man  (Mr.  H)  and 
his  family,  who  had  been 
seeing  strange  lights  in 
the  sky  throughout  much  of 
July,  1978,  but.  had  not 
known  where  to  report  them 
until  the  end  of  the 
month.  At  first,  he  des- 
cribed  his  observations  to 
the  local  airport,  only  to 
be  subjected  to  a  sériés 
of  sarcastic  remarks. 
Eventually  he  leamed  of 
U.  P.  Investigations  Re¬ 
search  Inc.,  and  we  re- 
ceived  his  call  on  the 
evening  of  August  1. 

Since  the  sightings  were 
occurring  on  an  almost 
nightly  basis  he  was  ap- 
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parently  becoming  paranoid 
that  the  lights  were  in¬ 
terested  in  him  and  his 
family.  He  had  recently 
taken  an  interest  in  as- 
tronomy,  and  had  just  pur- 
chased  a  fairly  expensive 
refractor  telescope. 

After  receiving  his  call 
I  immediately  contacted 
our  investigator  in  Hamil¬ 
ton,  Joe  DeVin centis,  who 
lived  only  a  few  blocks 
away  from  Mr.  H.  Joe  was 
just  leaving  for  work  on 
the  night  shift  but  agreed 
to  look  into  the  case  the 
following  day.  That  even¬ 
ing,  however,  Joe  himself 
saw  something  peculiar 
just  as  he  arrived  at  the 
Stelco  plant  where  he 
worked.  He  reported,  ”At 
10:10  p.m.  I  spotted  an 
object  with  a  contained 
deep  red  glow  apparently 
roughly  five  feet  in  dia- 
meter  at  about  50-100  feet 
in  altitude.  This  object 
was  heading  on  a  crash 


course  at  a  45  degree 
angle.  At  first  I  thought 
it  was  a  plane  in  trouble, 
and  since  there  wasn’t 
evasive  action  taken  to 
correct  its  course  I  fig- 
ured  it  was  doomed.  The 
object  then  passed  behind 
a  building  obscuring  my 
view.  I  didnft  see  or  hear 
from  it  again.” 

The  next  evening  Joe 
went  to  the  home  of  Mr.  H. 
He  reported  that,  ”1  found 
him  to  be  articulate  and 
friendly,  but  a  bit  too 
’overly  taken1  by  his  ob¬ 
servations.  During  the  in¬ 
terview  I  learned  that 
there  were  more  witnesses 
to  these  reported  events 
including  members  of  his 
family  and  a  few  neigh- 
bours.  I  also  leamed  that 
there  had  been  more  sight¬ 
ings  occurring  on  an  al¬ 
most  continuai  basis  for 
at  least  one  month  prior 
to  my  first  visit.  These 
objects  would  appear  at 
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regular  intervals;  at 
times  a  single  object 
would  pass,  and  then  be- 
tween  four  and  six,  usual- 
ly  travelling  NE  to  SW  and 
back  again,  in  an  erratic 
flight  pattern.  When  first 
spotted  these  objects, 
oval  in  shape,  would  ap- 
pear  as  a  brilliant  white 
light  or  at  times  a  dull 
orange  glow  at  a  reported 
altitude  of  700-1000 
feet . " 

Later  that  evening  just 
before  Joe  had  to  le  ave 
for  work,  they  ail  noticed 
a  small  point  of  light 
moving  from  west  to  east, 
south  of  the  zénith.  Joe 
commented,  "At  first  I 
figured  it  to  be  a  satel¬ 
lite  because  of  the  clear, 
cloudless  night  until  the 
light  stopped  dead,  blend- 
ing  in  with  a  configura¬ 
tion  of  stars.  We  were 
just  about  to  brush  it  off 
as  an  illusion  of  some 
kind  when  to  our  surprise 
we  spotted  a  second  light 
of  similar  intensity  mov¬ 
ing  in  the  opposite  direc¬ 
tion  east  to  west  toward 
the  position  of  the 
first."  Joe  told  me  that 
this  light  also  came  to  an 
abrupt  hait  close  to  the 
second,  approximately  one 
or  two  degrees  from  it , 
and  both  remained  there 
until  Joe  unfortunately 
had  to  leave  for  work. 
Upon  arriving  at  Stelco  he 
immediately  telephoned  Mr. 
H  and  was  informed  that 
"within  minutes  of  my  de- 
parture  the  two  lights 
suddenly  took  off  at  an 
fincredible  rate  of  speedf 
in  opposite  directions." 
This  event  still  remains 
unexplained. 

On  August  3rd  I  was  able 
to  go  to  Mr.  H*s  to  see  if 
I  could  perhaps  observe 
any  of  these  sightings  my- 
self.  I  found  Mr.  H  to  be 
very  organized.  He  and  his 
neighbours  had  kept  an  ac- 
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curate  log  of  ail  their 
sightings,  complété  with 
diagrams  and  sketches  of 
what  looked  like  dise 
shaped  objects,  some  com¬ 
plété  with  dômes.  In  many 
cases  they  were  flying  in 
"vee"  formation,  and  this 
immediately  aroused  my 
suspicions.  I  was  also  in¬ 
formed  that  one  of  the 
neighbours  was  not  very 
popular  at  the  moment  be¬ 
cause  he  claimed  that  he 
had  observed  the  objects 
through  binoculars,  and 
that  they  were  definitely 
birds.  There  was,  in  fact, 
a  bird  sanctuary  a  little 
south  of  the  area.  I  re¬ 
serve  d  judgement. 

It  was  an  extremely 
clear  night,  unusually  so 
for  Hamilton,  and  before 
long  one  of  the  neigl^ 
bour*s  sons  excitedly 
shouted,  "There f s  one!" 
The  boy  had  exceptionally 
good  vision,  and  at  first 
none  of  us  could  see  any- 
thing.  Eventually  I  spot¬ 
ted  a  faint  light  moving 
in  a  SW  direction,  picked 
it  up  in  the  binoculars, 
and  identified  it  as  a 
satellite,  much  to  the 
disappointment  of  most  of 
the  witnesses.  Several 
more  satellites  were  ob¬ 
served  and  I  was  beginning 
to  think  that  these  people 
had  been  greatly  exagger- 
ating  what  they  had  seen 
when  the  boy  again  grabbed 
me  and  yelled,  "Here  they 
corne!"  Moving  very  rapidly 
toward  us  were  a  sériés  of 
dull  orange,  oval-shaped 
glowing  objects,  roughly 
in  "vee"  formation.  I  just 
managed  to  catch  them  in 
the  binoculars  before  they 
disappeared  over  a  nearby 
building.  They  were  defin¬ 
itely  birds,  probably 
geese,  reflecting  the  red- 
dish-orange  glow  of  the 
lights  of  Hamilton.  The 
unpopular  neighbour  had 
been  vindicated,  but  I  im¬ 


mediately  became  just  as 
unpopular . 

A  few  nights  later  at 
12:10  a.m.,  Joe  received 
another  call  from  Mr.  H 
who  had  been  watching  a 
peculiar  object  hovering 
in  the  NE  sky.  Joe  related 
that  when  he  arrived  he 
found  Mr.  H  and  a  neigh¬ 
bour,  both  fjittery  with 
excitement*  look in g 

through  the  telescope  at 
the  object.  Joe  explained 
that  "it  displayed  the 
characteristics  of  a  star 
just  over  the  horizon,  and 
that  the  spectral  changes 
it  was  going  through  were 
most  likely  due  to  its 
light  being  refracted  by 
the  atmosphère."  When  the 
witnesses  appeared  doubt- 
ful  about  his  explanation 
Joe  further  predicted  that 
"soon  the  star  would  be  at 
a  point  well  above  the 
horizon,  and  the  twinkling 
should  subside."  To  the 
embarrassment  and  disap¬ 
pointment  of  the  witnesses 
his  prédiction  came  true. 
A  valuable  astronomy  les- 
son  had  been  leamed. 

There  hâve  been  no  more 
reports  from  Mr.  H  or  his 
neighbours . 

This  case  illustrâtes 
how  uninformed  members  of 
the  public  can  let  their 
imaginations  run  wild  when 
it  cornes  to  the  UFO  phen- 
omenon.  This  is  nothing 
new  to  UFO  researchers,  of 
course,  but  the  irony  is 
that  there  could  hâve  been 
a  genuine  UFO  sighting 
which  initiated  the  whole 
process.  It  is  possible 
that  the  witnesses  did  see 
an  unidentifiable  object, 
but  then  almost  anything 
in  the  sky  that  moved  be¬ 
came  a  UFO.  The  two  sight¬ 
ings  by  Joe  DeVincentis  at 
Stelco  on  the  night  of 
August  lst,  and  at  the 
home  of  Mr.  H  the  follow- 
ing  eveping,  remain  uni- 
dentified.  • 


Are  Planetary  Moons  Harboring  Alien  Life  Forme 
FRANKLIN  R.  RUEHL 
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While  other  planets  are 
typically  thought  of  as 
being  the  probable  or i gin 
of  extraterrestrials  who 
may  be  navigating  space- 
craft  we  see  as  UFOs,  it 
has  long  been  my  belief 
that  life  has  also  evolved 
on  at  least  some  of  the 
moons  of  both  our  stellar 
System  and  others.  Using 
our  solar  family,  with  a 
minimum  of  33  natural  sat¬ 
ellites  in  its  fold  (see 
table  1)  as  a  model  and 
ext rapolating  to  the  other 
roughly  250  billion  stars 
within  our  own  Milky  Way 
galaxy,  some  8.75  trillion 
possible  sites  for  alien 
life  abound  in  our  quad¬ 
rant  of  space.  With  at 
least  100  billion  other 
galaxies  presently  cata- 
logued,  an  overall  incred- 
ible  figure  of  875  billion 
trillion  potential  habi¬ 
tats  for  life  beyond  Earth 
abide  on  the  cosmic  back- 
drop,  irrespective  of 
planetary  bodies! 

Even  before  the  American 
space  probes  Pioneers  10 
and  11  and  Voyagers  1  and 
2  journeyed  to  the  domain 
of  Jupiter,  terrestrial 
astronomers  realized  from 
spectroscopic  measurements 
that  the  Galilean  quartet 
of  sizable  Jovian  satel¬ 
lites,  Ganymede,  Callisto, 
Europa,  and  Io,  had  thin 
atmosphères ,  immediately 
marking  them  as  prime 
candidates  as  life  bear- 


ers.  The  Pioneers  con- 
firmed  the  atmospheric 
data  while  the  Voyagers 
yielded  significant  new 
facts  about  each  one. 

Ganymede,  for  instance, 
has  a  diameter  of  3220 
miles,  placing  it  in  the 
planet-sized  range  (com¬ 
pare  Mercury,  e.g.  at  3200 
miles).  On  a  global  scale, 
it  has  a  variegated  sur¬ 
face  (i.e.  irregularly 
marked)  east  in  several 
shades  of  drab  gray  and 
brown,  with  randomly  dis- 
tributed  bright  régions 
providing  points  of  sharp 
contrast .  Auspiciously , 
this  surface  is  an  admix- 
ture  of  rocks  and  dirty 
water-ice,  with  the  bright 
patches  representing  deep, 
underlying  clean  ice 
spewed  up  by  meteoritic 
impacting.  And,  grooved 
terrain,  which  covers  much 
of  this  moon,  is  apparent- 
ly  brighter  than  adjacent 
real  estate  because  it  is 
exposing  clean  ice  just 
below  ground  levef. 

Ganymede  is  a  low-dens- 
ity  body  (1.9  g/cc  com- 
pared  to  the  Earth* s  5.5 
g/cc) ,  constituted  of  at 
least  50%  water  and  ice  by 
weight,  and  dif ferentiated 
into  a  silicate-rich  core, 
an  ice  crust,  and  either  a 
liquid  water  mantle  or 
warm-convecting  ice  mantle 
just  undemeath.  Gany¬ 
mede  f s  high  albedo  (i.e. 
reflective  brightness) 
seems  to  confirm  that 


water-ice  is  indeed  ex- 
posed  on  its  surface. 

Callisto,  with  a  girth 
of  2950  miles,  is  only 
slightly  smaller  than  Mer¬ 
cury.  Its  surface  is  more 
heavily  cratered  than 
Ganymede*s,  and  is  prob¬ 
ably  the  oldest  in  Jupi- 
ter*s  flock.  Callisto  is 
also  marked  by  the  largest 
surface  feature  in  the 
solar  System,  a  gargantuan 
1600-mile  bullfs-eye  con¬ 
figuration  consisting  of  a 
200-mile  light  colored 
central  basin  encircled  by 
8  to  10  evenly-spaced  con- 
cen  trie  moun  t  ainous 
ridges,  undoubtedly  pro- 
duced  by  a  mammoth  meteor¬ 
itic  collision.  Auspi¬ 
ciously,  Callisto*s  den- 
sity  (1.79  g/cc)  is  even 
less  than  Ganymede* s,  in- 
dicating  that  it,  too, 
harbors  quantities  of  ^0 
in  its  bulk  composition, 
such  as  in  water-ice  amal- 
gamated  with  rocky  mater- 
ials.  While  it  is  the 
darkest  of  the  4  major 
Jovian  satellites,  it  is 
twice  as  reflective  as  our 
own  Moon,  suggesting  again 
the  presence  of  dirty  ice 
on  the  surface. 

Europa,  with  a  1910-mile 
waistline,  is  virtually 
devoid  of  any  impact  fea- 
tures,  but  is  an  otherwise 
intriguing  body.  For  in¬ 
stance,  the  surface  is 
laced  with  a  sériés  of  in- 
tersecting  fissures  30  to 
100  miles  wide  and  extend- 
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ing  thousands  of  miles 
across  the  Europan  land- 
scape  in  some  cases. 

Europa’s  relatively  high 
albedo  points  to  vast 
amounts  of  water-ice  on 
the  surface,  as  do  Earth- 
based  infrared  spectral 
analyses.  And,  the  satel- 
lite’s  density  of  3.03 
g/cc  implies  at  least  a 
20%  water  composition.  In- 
deed,  the  mysterious  fis¬ 
sures  may  well  represent 
huge  cracks  on  an  icy 
shell  enveloping  most  of 
Europa.  In  order  for  such 
cracks  to  exist,  that 
shell  must  be  no  greater 
than  5  miles  in  depth, 
with  a  50-to-60-mile  océan 
lying  beneath,  an  océan 
which  may  be  concealing  an 
entire  spectrum  of  biota, 
none  of  which,  of  course, 
are  necessarily  humanoid 
or  intelligent,  only 
alive ! 

Conceivably,  small  seas 
are  also  on  Ganymede  and 
Callisto,  perhaps  serving 
as  domiciles  for  alien 
bioforms  therein. 

The  fourth  portulent 
Jovian  satellite,  Io,  with 
a  2200-mile  midriff,  has 
not  been  described  as  a 
water  bearer  despite  a 
density  of  only  3.53  g/cc, 
but  is  now  recognized  as 
the  only  body  aside  from 
the  Earth  to  be  exhibiting 
active  volcanism.  Indeed, 
at  least  7  live  volcanoes 
hâve  been  identified  on 
this  rubescent  moon,  with 
myriads  of  others  undoubt- 
edly  présent  there.  Such 
continuous  volcanic  out- 
gassing  should  be  provid- 
ing  both  heat  and  a  sub- 
s  t  ant i a 1  quas i - atmosphère 
that  might  well  foster  the 
évolution  of  some  types  of 
Ionian  life. 

In  addition,  Io  is 
linked  to  Jupiter  by  a  co¬ 
lossal  electric  circuit 
generating  a  current  flow 
of  an  unbelievable  10 


trillion  watts  of  powerî 
High-energy  particles  con¬ 
tinuous  ly  circulate  back 
and  forth  between  the  2 
bodies.  These  électrons 
interact  with  Io’s  sur¬ 
face,  and  a  la  lightning 
in  the  primordial  terrest- 
rial  milieu,  may  be  acting 
as  catalytic  agents  pro- 
moting  biogenesis.  Indeed, 
actual  lightning  bolts  of 
unparalleled  dimensionali- 
ty  are  probably  striking 
the  Ionian  surface  on  a 
daily  basis . 

Jupiter  has  at  least  8 
other  moons,  with  the  ex¬ 
istence  of  a  possible  13th 
and  14th  still  being  de- 
bated  in  astronomical  cir- 
cles.  Of  these,  only  Amal- 
thea,  the  closest  at 
68,300  miles  away,  might 
offer  life  an  opportunity 
for  development.  It  Is 
saturated  by  Jupiter’ s 
radiation  fields  and  may 
hâve  a  hydrogenic  green- 
house  imposed  upon  it, 
providing  some  degree  of 
heating.  But,  on  the  other 
hand,  with  only  a  100-mile 
diameter,  Amalthea  gravity 
may  be  too  weak  to  hold 
any  gases  in  tow.  However, 
continuai  proton  bombard- 
ment  may  hâve  created  a 
quasi-atmosphere ,  main- 
tained  in  perpetuity  by 
these  high-energy  parti¬ 
cles  . 

The  remaining  moons 
range  in  diameter  from  10 
to  40  miles  while  lying 
between  7  and  15  million 
miles  from  Jupiter.  They 
are  both  too  small  to  con- 
tain  any  atmosphères  and 
too  far  removed  to  soak  up 
hydrogen  nuclei  from  the 
radiation  fields  for 
quasi-atmosphere  forma¬ 
tion. 

Titan,  which  is  the 
largest  satellite  in  our 
solar  family  with  a  plan- 
et-sized  diameter  of  3550 
miles,  rotâtes  about  Sat- 
um.  Earth-based  studies 


back  in  1972  detected  a 
hydrogenic  greenhouse  ef- 
fect  operative  on  it,  en- 
gendering  relatively  high 
températures  thereupon . 
The  most  oft-quoted  value 
is  -100  F,  which,  while 
not  appealing  to  Miami 
Beach  sun  bathers,  is 
still  consonant  with  the 
Antarctica,  where  indigen- 
ous  bioforms  flourish. 
Actual ly,  the  atmospheric 
pressure  may  be  greater 
than  calculated  from  terra 
firma,  and  the  température 
higher,  but  when  Pioneer 
11  rendezvoused  with  Titan 
last  September  2  to  pro¬ 
vide  accurate  data,  a  Rus- 
sian  satellite  inadvert- 
ently  (?)  blocked  its  cru¬ 
cial  transmission.  Hope- 
fully,  the  veil  of  mystery 
will  be  lifted  when  Voyag¬ 
er  1  flies  by  the  enigmat- 
ic  body  this  coming  Novem- 
ber . 

In  1952,  it  was  reported 
that  water-ice  might  be 
présent  on  some  of  Sat- 
um’s  other  satellites. 
Some  24  years  later,  an 
as trophysical  team  con- 
firmed  that  hypothesis, 
reporting  that  spectral 
absorption  bands  for  water 
had  been  verified  for 
Rhea,  Japetus,  Dione,  and 
Tethys,  the  4  largest 
moons  of  Satum  after  Ti¬ 
tan,  with  respective  dia- 
meters  of  1150,  1000,  900, 
and  750  miles.  Obviously, 
water’ s  presence  in  any 
quant  ity  or  form  on  a 
heavenly  body  is  a  promis- 
ing  indication  that  bio- 
activity  may  be  taking 
place  thereupon. 

While  astronomical  texts 
continue  to  list  only  9 
moons  for  Satum,  data 
from  Pioneer  11  infers 
that  anywhere  from  13  to 
22  may  actual  ly  be  in  or- 
bit  about  the  ringed 
beauty.  But,  no  atmospher¬ 
ic  gases,  liquids,  or  sur¬ 
face  i’ces  hâve  been  de-

Satellites  of  our  Solar  System 
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tected  on  any  of  the 
others,  ail  of  which  are 
probably  too  weak  gravita- 
tionally  to  contain  any 
measurable  atmosphères . 

Seldom-mentioned  Triton, 
one  of  Neptune*s  2  satel¬ 
lites,  is  another  giant, 
with  a  3000-mile  horizon¬ 
tal  expanse.  Recent ly,  a 
thin  atmosphère  consisting 
of  methane  was  confirmed 
in  the  skies  above  this 
body,  most  auspicious  for 
biogenic  processes  at  work 
there.  Not  only  is  methane 
one  of  the  fun dament  al 
building  blocking  (along 
with  ammonia  and  hydrogen) 
for  organic  life  on  Earth, 
but  it  also  can  act  in  a 
fashion  analogous  to  CC^ 
in  creating  a  greenhouse 
effect  that  might  tend  to 
heat  the  Tritonian  sur¬ 
face.  And,  considering 
that  this  satellite  is 
only  220,000  miles  from 
its  primary  on  the  aver¬ 
age,  it  may  be  absorbing 
protons  and  other  high- 
energy  particles  entrapped 
in  a  hypothesized  Neptun- 
ian  magnetic  field.  Such 
particles,  of  course, 
might  act  as  catalytic 
agents  for  biogenesis. 

Conversely ,  Neptune*  s 
other  moon,  miniscule  Ner- 
eid,  is  a  poor  candidate 
as  a  life-bearer,  having 
only  a  200-mile  wide  girth 
and  a  location  5  million 
miles  removed  from  the 
planet.  It  is,  in  effect, 
a  large,  barren  asteroid. 

A  quintet  of  relatively 
small  moons  attends  the 
planet  Uranus .  The  2  larg- 
est.  Titania,  with  a  700- 
mile  waistline,  and  Ober- 
on,  with  a  600-mile  girth, 
offer  some  prospects  of 
being  able  to  hold  atmos¬ 
phères  in  anchor  about 
them.  Oberon,  in  particu- 
lar,  is  suspected  of  hav¬ 
ing  an  icy  surface,  per- 
haps  of  solid  water  or 
solid  methane,  as  evinced 


by  its  high  albedo.  And, 
Titania,  along  with  the 
remaining  trio  of  Miranda, 
Umbriel,  and  Ariel,  may, 
too,  be  laden  with  ice. 

Ail  five  could  also  be 
readily  immersed  in  regu- 
lar  proton  showers  from 
Uranus,  allowing  hydrogen - 
ic  greenhouses  to  develop, 
assuming  that  the  planet 
is  possessed  of  a  magnet- 
osphere  capable  of  snaring 
energetic  nucléons.  How- 
ever,  for  life  to  develop 
on  such  worlds,  their  gra- 
vitational  tugs  must  be 
sufficiently  strong,  which 
is  probably  not  the  case 
for  Miranda,  Umbriel,  and 
Ariel,  leaving  Titania  and 
Oberon  as  the  most  promis- 
ing  Uranian  sites  for 
future  exploration. 

Even  our  own  Moon,  with 
a  2160-mile  diameter,  m^y 
be  giving  vitalization  to 
some  measure  of  bioactivi- 
ty.  While  the  Apollo  soil 
samples  were  subjected  to 
every  conceivable  form  of 
biological ,  botanical , 
bacteriological ,  and  vir- 
ological  test,  yielding  no 
positive  signs  of  life 
whatsoever,  lunar  biota 
could  still  be  extant  on 
the  body.  Although  it  is 
externally  an  airless 
realm,  gases  and  liquids 
(even  H^O)  could  be  trap- 
ped  in  remote  caves  that 
hâve  been  sealed  off  for 
eons,  providing  an  ecolo- 
gical  niche  for  some  form 
of  life  on  the  satellite. 
Unfortunately ,  Apollos  18, 
19,  and  20,  which  were 
slated  to  include  some 
cave  exploration,  were 
cancelled  by  NASA.  Hope- 
fully,  missions  will  be 
launched  to  the  Moon  soon 
by  some  nation,  so  the 
mystery  of  the  lunar  caves 
can  be  resolved;  as  of 
yet,  insufficient  data  has 
been  adduced  to  write  our 
nearest  neighbor  off  to¬ 
tal  ly  as  a  dead  body. 


Mars*  2  satellites,  Pho- 
bos  and  Deimos,  on  the 
other  hand,  appear  to  be 
simply  too  dwarfed  in  sta¬ 
ture  (12  by  17  miles  and  6 
by  8  miles,  respective ly) 
to  be  capable  of  sustain- 
ing  any  atmosphères  or  at¬ 
tendant  bioforms.  They, 
like  Nereid,  tend  to  re¬ 
semble  lifeless  asteroids, 
not  vital  planets. 

On  June  22,  1978,  a  moon 
was  accidentai ly  discov- 
ered  in  orbit  about  remote 
Pluto.  It  appears  to  be 
stationed  some  12,000 
miles  from  its  primary, 
executing  its  revolution- 
ary  period  every  6  days ,  9 
hours,  and  17  minutes,  in 
curious  congruence  with 
Pluto* s  own  rotational 
time.  This  body  has  a  dia¬ 
meter  of  approximately  720 
miles  with  a  mass  5-10%  of 
Pluto  itself.  Nothing  has 
as  yet  been  determined 
about  this  satellite*s 
composition,  so  no  defini¬ 
tive  statement  can  yet  be 
made  about  its  life-sus- 
taining  capability . 

Finally,  discovered  dur- 
ing  the  summer  of  1978 
were  miniscule  moons  (of 
40  miles  in  girth  or  less) 
in  orbit  about  5  aster¬ 
oids:  532  Herculina,  6 

Hebe,  Eros,  Pallas,  and  44 
Mysa.  As  the  asteroids 
themselves  are  highly 
questionable  as  bearers  of 
life,  even  less  can  be 
stated  about  their  minia¬ 
ture  moons*  potential  to 
act  as  the  domiciles  of 
biota. 

Hence,  assuming  a  more 
conservative  figure  of 
perhaps  only  5  moons  per 
stellar  family  harboring 
life  forms,  still  1.25 
tri 11 ion  possibilities 
abound  in  our  galaxy,  and 
125  billion  trillion  in 
our  island  universe.  Just 
conceivably,  UFOs  are  ori- 
ginating  from  such  a  moon 
rather  'than  a  planet.  • 
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CONVERSATION  WITH 
HENRY  McKAY 

Henry  McKay 3  an  electrician  by  trade s  has  been  research- 
ing  UFOs  for  several  years.  He  is  both  the  Canadian  rég¬ 
ional  director  and  the  Ontario  -provincial  director  for 
the  Mutual  UFO  Network  (MUFON) 3  and  also  a  merriber  of  the 
UFO  Research  Centre:  Ontario.  He  résides  in  Toronto. 


JUF0:  Henry,  l'm  going  to 
put  y o  u  on  the.  a  pot  right 
away.  You'  re  one  of  the 
pioneer  Canadian  ufolog- 
iA  ts.  Can  you  tell  me 
what' A  u)  ton  g  with  the 
Atate  o  f  ufology  in  Canada 
today? 

McKAY :  I ' d  hâve  to  question 
the  term  'pioneer'  because 
probably  a  number  of  in- 
dividuals  had  done  quite  a 
bit  of  work  before  I  ar¬ 
rivée!  .  To  answer  your 
question,  I  think  the  big- 
gest  obstacle  is  the  gov- 
emment's  suppression  of 
information. 

J UFO:  So  you  i \eel  the  re- 
AearcherA  involved  are  do- 
Ing  aA  well  oa  poAAible 
and  that  if  they  juAt  had 
thiA  additlonal  informat¬ 
ion  from  the  govemrnent, 
thingA  would  be  fine. 

McKAY :Yes.  It's  a  question 
of  individual  efforts  with 
each  person  volunteering 
his  time  and  whatever  fin- 
ancial  support,  and  full 
disclosure  of  information 
from  the  govemment  would 
make  a  tremendous  différ¬ 
ence  . 

JUFO’.YeA,  there  don' t  Aeem 
to  be  many  groupA  or  in- 


dividualA  involved  in  the 
reAearch  in  Canada,  per- 
hapA  for  thiA  reaAon. 

McKAY  :I  think  the  interest 
is  there  but  it's  basic- 
ally  a  question  of  time, 
talent  and  money. 

JUF0:  On  the  question  of 
tâtent  what  do  you  think 
about  individuali  getting 
involved  in  the  reAearch? 

McKAY  :  Well  I  highly  sup¬ 
port  that  because  they're 
not  restricted  in  terms  of 
policy  matters  or  peer 
pressure . 

J  UFO:  Eut  what  about  abil- 
ity?  You'  juAt  can’t  take 
anybody  off  the  Atreet  and 
expect  them  to  do  a  good 
job? 

McKAY :  What  is  to  prevent 
them  from  doing  this? 
There 's  nothing  wrong  with 
it.  We  ail  hâve  to  start 
somewhere. 

JUF0:  I  reaLize  that.  But 
from  what  Vve  Aeen,  there 
doeAn’t  Aeem  to  be  any 
conAiAtent  effort  within 
Canadian  groupA  to  train 
an  individual  who  haA  exp- 
reAAed  an  intereAt  in  thiA 
field.  kfter  ail,  thiA  iA 


a  AeriouA  field  we  are  in¬ 
volved  with. 

McKAY:  I  agréé.  We're  ba- 
sically  searching  for  new 
knowledge,  and  the  quest¬ 
ion  of  training  an  invest- 
igator  or  researcher  is  a 
very  worthwhile  undertak- 
ing,  and  as  you  know  I've 
had  some  expérience  in 
teaching  courses  in  this 
respect.  Again,  I  find 
it's  not  a  question  of  in¬ 
dividual  interest,  it's  a 
question  of  response  or 
acceptibility  on  the  part 
of  the  business  or  educat- 
ional  community. 

J UFO :  So  you  feel  thiA 
training  aApect  Ahould  be 
part  of  the  educational 
program? 

McKAY:  Yes.  Certainly. 

JUF0:  You  reeently  held  a 
Amall  invitational  confér¬ 
ence  in  Toronto  for  re- 
Aearchen  and  organizat- 
ionA  from  Aouthern  Ontario 
Ouebec  and  northern  Slew 
York  Atate.  What  woa  the 
overall  aim  of  that  con¬ 
férence? 
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McKAY:  To  détermine  what 
the  individual  organizat- 
ional  goals  were,  to  find 
out  what  work  they  h ad 
been  doing  recent ly  and  to 
be corne  acquainted  on  a 
Personal  basis  with  the 
individuals . 

JUFO:  Vo  you  fcal  it  was  a 
succès  s  in  this  Aegaxd? 

McKAY:  With  the  exception 
of  incomplète  attendance 
because  of  weather  condit¬ 
ions,  yes ,  I  found  it  was 
very  helpful. 

JUFO:  Hou)  long  hâve,  you 
been  involved  with  UFO  In¬ 
vestigation  and  neseaxch? 

McKAY :  Active ly  since  1965. 
I  was  interested  in  the 
subject  before  that,  but 
only  on  a  passive  level. 

JUFO:lJJkat  got  you  staxted? 

McKAY:  I  felt  there  should 
be  further  research  on  the 
subject.  I  felt  UFOs  were 
a  reality  and  that  I  would 
in  s orne  way  make  s orne 
small  contribution  as  a 
centennial  project. 

JUFO:  Tke  last  active  Ae- 
s  eaAch  that  I r  m  awaxe  o  ^ 
that  took  place  behoAe 
that  time  was  staxted  b  y 
WilbeAt  Smltk  in  Ottawa. 
Wexe  you  h amiliaA  witk  kis 
woxk  at  tkat  time? 

McKAY:  Yes.  I  was  assoc- 
iated  with  a  group  here  in 
Toronto  who  were  kind  of 
limited  in  their  activit- 
ies  and  who  weren't  that 
well-known,  called  CAP  IC 
(Canadian  Aerial  Phenomena 
Investigations  Committee) . 
In  1967  they  merged  with  a 
group  from  Winnipeg  called 
CAPRO  (Canadian  Aerial 
Phenomenon  Research  Organ- 
ization) .  I  believe  that 
two  years  after  that  they 
ceased  to  function. 


JUFO:  Tkat  seens  to  kappen 
to  many  gAoups.  Vou  aAe 
nou)  involved  witk  tke  Mu¬ 
tual  UFO  Netwoxk  in  tke 
U, S.  Wkat  axe  youx  Aespon- 
sibilities  as  Qntaxio' s 
AepAesentative  to  tkis  oa- 
ganization? 

McKAY:  Well,  I  wear  two 
caps.  I!m  the  Canadian  ré¬ 
gional  director,  and  also 
Ontario  provincial  direct- 
or  for  Canada.  My  respon- 
sibilities  are  to  promote 
research,  the  educational 
approach  and  the  basic 
study  of  the  UFO  phenomen¬ 
on.  Also  to  encourage  ind¬ 
ividuals  and  organizations 
to  co-operate  with  other 
organizations  in  the  ex¬ 
change  of  information. 
MUFON  itself  is  an  inter¬ 
national  group  devoted  to 
serious  study  and  public¬ 
ation  of  their  efforts  in 
a  journal.  Original ly  it 
was  formed  through  a  mer- 
ger  of  individual  organiz¬ 
ations  or  clubs  back  in 
1969.  It  has  expanded 
tremendously  and  I  feel  it 
is  doing  a  very  crédible 
job,  and  I  hope  many  more 
people  will  be  inclined  to 
join  such  an  organization . 

JUFO:  Hou)  do  you  actually 
caAAy  out  y oua  Aesponsib- 
ilities  in  Canada? 

McKAY :I!m  not  as  active  in 
the  field  of  investigat¬ 
ions  as  I  used  to  be  due 
to  restrictions  in  avail- 
able  time.  But  I  am  invol¬ 
ved  in  speaking  before 
public  groups ,  T.V.  and 
radio,  responding  to  in¬ 
dividual  queries  and  en- 
couraging  new  membership 
of  qualified  people. 

JUFO:  Vou  also  mentioned 
sometking  about  a  couhse 
that  you  teach.  Can  you 
tell  us  about  tkat? 

McKAY:  For  a  number  of 


years  Ifve  been  conducting 
an  evening  course  at  the 
continuing  éducation  div¬ 
ision  of  both  the  Toronto 
and  Scarborough  Boards  of 
Education.  It  is  a  24  hour 
course  providing  a  general 
outline  of  the  whole  sub¬ 
ject,  information  on  qual- 
ity  publications,  organiz¬ 
ations,  and  accepted  meth- 
ods  of  carrying  out  in¬ 
vestigations  and  research. 

JUF0:Wkat  soAt  oh  Aesponse 
aAe  you  getting  h Aom  tkis 
counse? 

McKAY:  It  varies  with  the 

location  and  the  amount  of 
promotion  I  can  provide 
prior  to  the  registration. 
It!s  been  good  so  far. 

JUFO:  Is  youA  position  u)itk 
MUFON  an  elected  one  oa  an 
appointed  one? 

McKAY:  It!s  an  appointed 

one,  appointed  by  two  pré¬ 
sent  directors  of  the  or¬ 
ganization  . 

JUFO:  Ta  it  an  open-ended 
position? 

McKAY:  Yes. 

JUF0:Vou  aAe  also  involved 
u)ith  tke  UFO  Reseaxch  Cen¬ 
tre:  OntaAio.  Could  you 
elaboAate  a  Utile  on  youx 
activities  u)itk  tkem? 

McKAY:  Yes.  UFORCO  is  a 
standing  committee  of  the 
Toronto  Society  for  Psych- 
ical  Research.  When  I  in- 
itially  became  involved  I 
was  primarily  interested 
in  leaming  more  about 
psychic  phenomena.  I  had 
done  some  research  into 
the  background  of  the  or¬ 
ganization  and  they  seemed 
to  be  an  idéal  association 
to  become  involved  with.  I 
attended  a  number  of  meet¬ 
ings,  discussed  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  UFOs  with  the

gathering  who  appeared  in¬ 
terested,  and  I  began  to 
lead  a  few  discussions. 
From  there  we  eventually 
formed  the  standing  com¬ 
mittee  and  I  became  the 
first  chairman.  Michael 
Sinclair  is  now  in  that 
position.  (NOTE:  JUFO  in- 
terviewed  Sinclair  in  Vol. 
1,  No.  1). 

JUFO:  Getting  back  to  tke 
subject  oh  UFO  sigktings 
in  Canada  can  you  estimate 
kou)  many  cases  you  k ave 
been  involved  u)itk  invest- 
igating? 

McKAY:  Well  it's  not  a 
question  of  numbers,  it!s 
a  question  of  degree.  I 
would  estimate  about  one 
hundred  since  1965. 

JUF0:Hou)  do  you  AepoAt  the 
Aesults  oh  tkese  invest¬ 
igations,  at  least  tke 
ones  you  become  diAectly 
involved  witk? 

McKAY:  It  dépends  upon  the 
type  of  case  and  the  will- 
ingness  of  the  observers 
to  provide  information.  I 
would  general ly  submit 
some  data  to  MUFON,  or 
perhaps  CUFOS  (Center  for 
UFO  Studies)  and  NICAP  if 
I  thought  they  were  invol¬ 
ved  in  that  certain  aspect 
or  had  their  own  invest- 
igators  involved. 

JUFO:  Hou)  do  you  notihy 
Canadian  gAoups? 

McKAY:  General ly,  if  it 
falls  within  the  territory 
of  another  group  I  would 
endeavor  to  enlist  their 
help  in  becoming  more  in¬ 
volved  in  the  case  than  I. 
There  is  always  the  quest¬ 
ion  of  économies  in  trav¬ 
elling  to  a  location.  I 
find  it  very  time  consum- 
ing  to  try  to  inform  ail 
people  on  an  individual 
basis .

JUFO: One  oh  youx  majOA  in- 
teAests  kas  been  in  gAound 
txaces  allegedly  le  ht  b  y 
UFOs  u)ken  they  would  land 
oa  corne  close  to  land.  Can 
you  desexibe  one  oa  two 
such  incidents,  and  u)kat 
ih  anything  u)as  discoveAed 
as  a  Aesult  oh  analysis  oh 
the  txaces? 

McKAY:  Three  cases  corne  to 
mind,  and  stand  out  not 
because  of  the  end  results 
of  the  analysis,  but  pri¬ 
marily  because  of  the 
mechanics  involved.  One 
case  took  place  on  Allum¬ 
ette  Island,  Quebec,  in 
1969,  and  my  field  notes 
were  submitted  to  the 
National  Research  Council. 
The  following  year  when  I 
went  back  to  détermine  the 
extent  of  that  particular 
file  they  claimed  they  had 
no  information  on  that 
particular  case.  When  I 
pressed  the  fact  that  I 
had  submitted  certain  data 
to  that  office  and  spoke 
to  an  individual  concemed 
they  suddenly  recalled, 
and  from  another  file, 
pulled  out  the  informat¬ 
ion.  It  indicated  to  me 
you  hâve  to  know  where  the 
files  are  and  the  data 
that  you  are  seeking  be¬ 
fore  youfre  go in g  to  get 
the  full  disclosure  of  in¬ 
formation  from  them. 

JUFO:  Vo  you  think  this  is 
just  caxelessness  on  tketA 
paxt,  oa  puAposehul? 

McKAY :I  just  couldn't  com¬ 
ment  on  that  because  I!m 
not  in  a  position  to  know. 

I  know  that  I  was  disil- 
lusioned,  let's  put  it 


that  way.  The  second  case 
involved  possible  or  al- 
leged  traces  discovered  by 
a  tobacco  farmer  in  South¬ 
ern  Ontario.  The  substance 
was  tumed  over  to  the  On¬ 
tario  Government  forensic 
lab  and  to  this  date  they 
haven't  released  the  re¬ 
sults  of  their  analysis. 

JUFO:  Tkey  kaven’t  oa  tkey 
won1 t? 

McKAY:  Both.  To  my  présent 
knowledge  they  haven't 
made  their  report  avail- 
able  to  UFO  researchers. 

J  UFO:  Not  even  to  you  u)ko 
submitted  the  inhoAmation? 

McKAY:  I  didnft  submit  the 
original  data,  it  was  the 
Ontario  Provincial  Police 
inves tigators  who  submit¬ 
ted  the  substance  for  an¬ 
alysis.  The  only  official 
answer  I  got  was  that  it 
was  a  police  matter  and 
didn't  concern  me. 

JUFO:  TkeAe  was  no  otkeA 
Aesidue  le  ht  h0/i  y0Li 
take  a  sample  youAseih ? 

McKAY :  I  endeavored  to  do 
that  but  it  didn't  prove 
fruitful.  Whether  I  had 
the  right  sample  or  not  I 
donft  know.  The  results 
were  négative.  The  third 
case  involves  an  incident 
which  was  investigated 
both  by  a  fédéral  govem- 
ment  agency  and  the  Univ- 
ersity  of  Toronto  Aero- 
space  Centre.  A  substance 
was  obtained  from  a  site 
that  tumed  out  to  be  al- 
most  pure  uric  acid.  It 
was  quite  surprising  to  me 
due  to  the  fact  that  it 
was  found  in  a  natural  en¬ 
vironment  at  a  report  ed 
UFO  landing  site. 

J  UFO:  Can  you  desexibe  tke 
UFO  incident  allegedly  as- 
sociated  with  this? 
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McKAY:  Well,  this  was  bas- 
ically  reports  of  aerial 
sightings  in  the  area  with 
a  possible  relation  to  a 
dépréssion  in  the  ground

McKAY:  Lights. 

JUFO:  Were  the.  witnesses 
fairiy  dose? 

McKAY:  No,  but  they  were 
familiar  with  the  location 
and  assumed  from  their  ob¬ 
servations  that  it  had 
gone  down  behind  the  hills 
where  the  traces  were 
found  a  year  later. 

JUFO:  So  we're  talklng 

about  circumstantiaZ  év¬ 
idence  then? 

McKAY:  Yes. 

JUFO:  In  the  other  cases 
that  y  ou  mentioned  was 
there  more  do finite  évid¬ 
ence  the  traces  could  be 
directiy  attributed  to  a 
UFO?  In  other  words  did 
the  witness  see  the.  UFO 
and  then  immediateZy  see 
the  traces? 

McKAY :Not  immédiate ly,  no. 
In  the  case  at  Allumette 
Island  the  physical  traces 
were  observed  during  the 
following  daylight  hours, 
and  in  the  case  of  the  to- 
bacco  farmer  it  was  two 
days  later  that  he  ob¬ 
served  the  substance  in 
his  tobacco  crop. 

JUFO:  Was  any  of  this  in¬ 
formation,  communicated  to 
UFOCAT? 


McKAY :Not  directly  through 
me.  It  would  hâve  been 
done  through  MUFON. 


JUFO:  Ted  PhiZZips  pub- 
Zished  a  treatise  révérai 
y  cars  ago  on  ground  trace 
casa,  and  I  just  wondered 
if  these  incidents  were 
recorded  in  his  work. 

McKAY:  I  don't  think  the 
case  involving  the  tobacco 
farmer  made  it  -  I  think 
that  was  at  about  the  time 
the  book  was  being  pub- 
lished  -  but  I  believe  the 
other  two  are  in  the  Phil¬ 
lips  trace  catalogue. 

JUFO:  I  know  there  hâve 
been  révérai  cases  Zike 
this  in  Canada.  One  that 
immediateZy  corner  to  mind 
invoived  a  former  in  Lan- 
genburg,  Saskatchewan. 
There  weren't  any  chemicaZ 
traces ,  nor  bum  damage, 
but  mereZy  fZattened 
gras  a  .  Are  y  ou  aware  o  f 
any  study  in  Canada,  or 
pubZication,  which  tries 
to  présent  together  aZZ  of 
these  types  of  ground 
traces  in  this  country ? 

McKAY:  No,  I ’m  not. 

JUFO:  That  wouZd  be  a  good 
area  for  further  research 
then. 

McKAY:  Yes.  It  certain  ly 
would  be. 

JUFO:  Another  area  which 
interests  y  ou  concems 
sightings  near  power 
pZants  and  high  tension 
Zines.  ls  this  a  common 
type  of  report  from  your 
expérience ? 

McKAY:  It's  a  type  of  re¬ 
port  which,  for  one  who  is 
familiar  with  the  phenom- 
enon,  certainly  sticks 
out,  and  on  a  number  of 
occasions  I've  corne  across 
reports  involving  power 
outages,  fluctuations  or 
interruptions  that  may 
hâve  tied  in  with  UFO  act- 
ivity.  In  this  regard  I 


presented  a  brief  (No. 217) 
to  the  Royal  Porter  Com¬ 
mission  on  Electric  Power 
Planning  who  were  doing  a 
study  of  Ontario  Hydro  two 
years  ago;  my  brief  con- 
cerned  the  possible  relat- 
ionship  between  UFO  activ- 
ity  and  disturbances  in 
power  distribution  Systems. 

JUFO:  As  an  eZectrician, 
are  you  aware  of  any  nat- 
uraZ  phenomena  which  coutd 
be  interpreted  b  y  unin- 
fonmed  witnesses  as  UFOs? 

McKAY:  Oh  yes.  Bail  light- 
ning  is  one,  the  corona 
effect  is  another. 

JUFO:  What  are  the  visibZe 
characteristics  of  these? 

McKAY:  Both  are  quite  vis¬ 
ible.  I  was  speaking  to  a 
person  who  at  the  time  was 
a  member  of  the  Department 
of  Natural  Resources.  He 
had  been  a  passenger  in  a 
vehicle  when  bail  light- 
ning  was  suddenly  seen 
coming  down  the  road  to- 
ward  them.  Apparently  it 
scorched  the  side  of  the 
car  and  the  driver' s  arm 
which  was  resting  on  the 
window  ledge,  burned  the 
side  of  his  face  and  burn¬ 
ed  out  ail  the  electrics 
in  the  car.  The  car  tumed 
out  a  complété  write-off 
since  they  lost  control 
and  ran  into  the  ditch. 
The  subséquent  investigat¬ 
ion  concluded  they  had  en- 
countered  bail  lightning. 

JUFO:  What  exactZy  is  baZZ 
Zightning ? 

McKAY:  It's  just  lightning 
in  a  bal  1  form. 

JUFO:  But  Zightning  is  a 
dis  charge  of  potentiaZ  en- 
ergy  from  one  Zo cation  to 
another.  It  takes  pZace 
extremeZy  rapidZy.  What  is 
go in g  tn  in  baZZ  Zightning 
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“The  substance  was  turned  over  to  the  Ontario 
government  forensic  lab,  and  to  this  date 

they  haven’t  released 
the  results  of  their  analysis” 


-  it  reportedZy  traveZs 
quite  sZowZy? 

McKAY:  Normal  lightning 

follows  the  path  of  least 
resistence  or  a  path  of 
conductance  which  may  be 
parti  clés  of  dust  in  the 
air.  In  bail  lightning,  to 
my  understanding ,  elect- 
rical  energy  is  concent- 
rated  around  a  nucléus  of 
perhaps  dust,  and  is  built 
up  to  tremendous  potent- 
ial . 

JUF0:So  it's  Zike  a  moving 
capacitor  then? 

McKAY:  Yes.  That 's  a  good 
description  of  it.  And 
it's  been  reported  coming 
out  of  téléphoné  Systems, 
pas s in g  through  keyholes, 
etc. 

JUFO:  So  sightings  assoc- 
iated  with  power  Zines 
couZd  in  some  cases  be 
baZZ  Zightning . 

McKAY:  Yes,  but  more  like- 
ly,  when  due  to  natural 
causes,  they  are  probably 
due  to  the  corona  effect 
and/or  atmospheric  condit¬ 
ions  interfering  with  the 
power  conductors  them- 
selves.  Bail  lightning 
would  be ,  in  many  cases, 
isolated  from  power  lines, 
but  would  be  seen  under 
similar  conditions. 

JUFO:  Has  baZZ  Zightning 
ever  been  seen  traveZZing 
in  a  circuZar  path? 

McKAY:Not  to  my  knowledge, 
but  I  hâve  seen  a  spectac- 
ular  photograph  showing  an 
aerial  display  of  light¬ 
ning  looping  in  the  sky. 
That  is  something  that  is 
very  rarely  reported. 

JUFO:  Are  these  effects 
onZy  reported  during  thun- 
der  storms,  or  associated 
with  weather  conditions 


which  are  conducive  to 
thunder  storms? 

McKAY:  Not  necessarily, 

but  general ly  when  the 
atmosphère  is  drier. 

JUFO:  Hâve  you  ever  had  to 
deaZ  directZy  with  Canad- 
ian  authorities ,  poZice, 
RCMP,  nationaZ  de  f  en  ce 
etc. ,  during  UFO  investig¬ 
ations,  and  if  so  hâve  you 
found  them  co-operative? 

McKAY:  I've  had  to  deal 

with  many  government  of¬ 
ficiais,  and  I've  found 
them  very  réticent  and  at 
times  misleading,  and  gen¬ 
eral  ly  not  fully  co-oper- 
ative. 

JUFO:  Vo  you  feeZ  this  is 
due  to  apathy  on  their 
part,  or  do  you  think  they 
are  trying  to  be  evasive? 

McKAY :  I  should  clarify  a 
little.  On  an  individual 
level  I  find  I  get  very 
good  co-operation,  but 
when  official  records  or 
documentation  became  in- 
volved  they  are  very  rel- 
uctant  to  co-operate  or 
release  information. 

JUFO:  This  was  especiaZZy 
noticeabZe  in  the  Stephen 
MichaZak  case  in  Manitoba. 

McKAY:  Yes.  Mr.  X  (of  Res 
Bureaux)  uncovered  an  in- 
teresting  document  where 
it  was  alleged  that  one  of 
the  public  officiais  who 
had  been  involved  in  UFO 
research  made  the  state- 
ment  that  this  was  to  be 
kept  from  public  view. 


JUFO:  This  was  actuaZZy 
documented?- 

McKAY:  Yes. 

JUFO:  Who  was  the  author 
$f  that? 

McKAY:  Dr.  Peter  Millman, 
a  highly  regarded  Canadian 
scientist,  chairman  of  the 
Second  Storey  Committee, 
and  a  pioneer  by  associat¬ 
ion,  one  may  suggest. 

JUFO: .. .who  cZaims  there' s 
nothing  to  UFOs . 

McKAY:  Right. 

JUFO:  Vo  you  think  the  re¬ 
cent  Freedom  of  Informa¬ 
tion  A et  in  the  U.  S.  has 
had  any  benefit  to  ufoZogy 
in  générai,  and  do  you 
feeZ  the  Canadian  version 
wiZZ  heZp  our  researchers 
when  it  is  passed? 

McKAY:  I  think  the  U.  S. 

act  has  been  a  benefit  to 
a  certain  degree,  but 
overall  I  feel  the  infor¬ 
mation  that  we  require  is 
still  being  withheld  by 
transferring  it  to  an 
agency  such  as  NASA  which 
does  not  fall  within  the 
reach  of  the  FOI  act. 

JUFO:  One  thing  that  I  un- 
derstand  which  has  been 
made  évident  in  the  U.  S. 
is  that  the  CIA  has  been 
invoZved  in  investigating 
the  UFO  phenomenon  on  a 
continuai  basis  since 
194&,  but  has  consistentZy 
been  denying  this. 

McKAY :  Right . 
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JUFO:  I  wondeA  to  wkat  ex- 
tent  tke  A  aine.  tking  kas 
been  happening  in  Canada? 

McKAY:  Yes,  I  feel  a  simi- 
lar  situation  has  existed 
in  Canada  involving  the 
RCMP  and/or  other  agen¬ 
cées.  Since  the  whole  of 
Canada,  except  Ontario  and 
Quebec  who  hâve  their  own 
police  forces,  is  com- 
pletely  under  the  juris- 
diction  of  the  RCMP  they 
are  privy  to  a  tremendous 
amount  of  information 
which  is  just  not  avail- 
able  to  us. 

JUFO:  lohat  ii  going  to  put 
tkem  in  a  conneA  thougk, 
is  tkat  i{,  tkey  Aefiuse  to 
Aelease  UFO-Aelated  infioA- 
mation  on  tke  gAounds  tkat 
it  iA  not  in  the.  inteAeAt 
o  6  national  AeeuAity,  tkey 
aAe  at  tke  A  arm  tirm  im¬ 
ply  ing  tkat  tke  UFO  pAob- 
lem  iA  pAetty  A igni ^ioant 
to  tkem. 

McKAY:  I  would  agréé,  but 

their  premise  would  prob- 
ably  be  one  of  no  comment. 

JUFO:  Hâve,  you  fioAmulated 
any  ideas  oa  to  tke  natuAe 
oi  UFOa? 

McKAY:  Spectacular.  Intel- 
ligently  controlled;  and 
I'm  more  inclined  now  to 
believe  that  they  hâve  a 
designated  purpose.  This 
is  not  a  haphazard  sériés 
of  incidents  taking  place 
in  our  atmosphère.  In 
other  words  they  are 
scheduled  events,  and  this 
would  imply  to  me  that 
they  are  civilized  in  a 
certain  sense  of  the  word. 

JUFO:  Hâve,  you  any  opin¬ 
ions  on  tke  multi- dimen- 
sional  tkeoAy  o  fi  UFOa  oa 
kaA  been  pAoposed  by  Aev- 
eAal  AeAe.aAche.AA ,  one  o  fi 
wkom  iA  Va.  Hynek? 


McKAY:  Yes.  There  certain- 
ly  seems  to  be  sufficient 
evidence  to  indicate  that 
further  investigation  in 
this  direction  is  justi- 
fied,  and  in  fact  the 
whole  field  présents  an 
overwhelming  potential  for 
study.  It's  just  a  ques¬ 
tion  of  which  avenue  you 
are  going  to  approach.  I'm 
pursuing  the  extra-terres- 
trial  hypothesis  myself 
since  I  feel  the  majority 
of  reports  imply  this  di¬ 
rection. 

JUFO:  But  don' t  you  think 
tke  AkeeA  numbeAs  o{,  tkese 
AepoAtA  would  lead  you  to 
believe  tkat  wkat  we  would 
call  a  noAmal  exploAation 
ofi  a  planet  ii  not  in  pAo- 
gAeAA .  F nom  numbeAA  atone 
it  ii  almoAt  ai  ifi  kalfi 
tke  univeA se  is  "invadintf" 
oua  atmoApkeAe.  Tke  modus 
opeAandus  doesn't  seem  to 
aqAee  witk  tke  way  we 
would  go  about  exploAing 
anotkeA  planet. 

McKAY:  Yes,  it's  a  diffi- 
cult  matter.  Perhaps  their 
purpose  is  to  teach  us.  It 
seems  as  though  they  are 


benevolent,  far  superior 
to  us,  and  certain ly  don't 
seem  to  be  polluting  our 
atmosphère . 

JUFO:  Hâve  you  pe as onally 
eneounteAed  any  caseA  witk 
pAychie  oa  paAaps  ycholo gi- 
cal  oventoneA? 

McKAY:  Yes,  a  number  of 

cases.  And  two  of  the  most 
interesting  cases  involved 
people  who  hâve  some  sort 
of  mental  impression  of 
UFO  activity,  and  hâve  the 
ability  to  photograph  it 
(a  UFO)  either  through 
psychic  photography  or  by 
just  being  able  to  know 
when  the  object  is  in  the 
area  at  the  time  and  take 
a  picture  of  it.  And  in 
one  particular  case  there 
were  two  witnesses  who 
could  observe  these 
strange  manoeuvring 

lights,  and  another  indi- 
vidual  who  couldn't  see 
anything  at  ail.  That 
would  indicate  to  me  that 
some  psychic  phenomenon 
h ad  taken  place. 

JUFO:  ThankA  {)0A  youA

Light  spectra,  magnetometer, 
gravimeter,  Sound  and  motion 
picture  recordings  of  UFOs 
now  available  for  analysis. 


More  details  are  now  available  on 
the  recent  research  results  of  Project 
Starlight  International.  As  reported 
in  the  previous  issue  of  Journal  UF03 
PS  I  1  s  director,  Ray  Stanford,  deliver- 
ed  a  paper  on  their  fîndings  at  the 
recent  MUFON  conférence  in  Texas.  Day- 
lîght  motion  pîctures  taken  from  an 
airliner  at  39,000  feet  show  a  large, 
illuminated,  tube-shaped  UFO  with  what 
looks  like  glowing  gas  pulsating  from 
each  end.  Each  pulsation  seems  to  dis- 
sîpate  a  glowing  bail  of  gas  which  ap- 
pears  as  a  streak  shooting  off  the  ob¬ 
ject.  Si mul taneous ly ,  a  dark  ring 
forms  around  the  area  whe  re  the  bail 
of  gas  had  been  and  expands  rapîdly, 
almost  at  the  speed  of  Sound, 
tures  also  show  concentric 
around  the  longitudinal  axis 
object. 

Other  films,  also  taken  from  air- 
liners,  this  time  of  spherical  UFOs, 
revealed  that  only  one  out  of  twenty 
frames  showed  the  objects  as  they  were 
visual ly  perceîved,  namely  as  a  dark 
object  with  sunlight  on  one  si  de.  The 
other  frames  revealed  the  objects 
changed  appearance  rapidly  from  solid 
white  through  various  shades  of  gray 
or  black. 

A  possible  explanation  for  these  ap¬ 
parent  changes  was  revealed  in  a  night 
time  film  taken  on  July  19,1978  in  New 
Mexico.  On  this  occasion  light  spectra 
and  Sound  recordings  were  also  obtaîn- 
ed.  Stanford  reported  that  as  he 
watched  the  objects  manoeuvring  around 
them,  hîs  eyes  began  to  feel  peculiar 
and  lost  their  ability  to  focus .  If  he 
looked  away  at  the  moon  or  clouds  for 
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instance,  this  would  relieve  the  feel- 
ing  temporarily.  But  upon  looking  back 
the  feeling,  almost  hypnagogic  in  nat¬ 
ure,  would  return.  Strangely,  the 
other  two  persons  working  with  him 
were  not  affected. 

The  only  visual  characte r i s t i c  ob- 
served  seemed  to  be  a  type  of  corona 
effect  which  the  objects  emanated  at 
the  rate  of  about  2\  times  per  second. 
However,  once  the  films  were  developed 
it  was  revealed  that  the  surfaces  of 
the  two  objects  were  flashing  at  about 
20  times  per  second,  not  at  a  level 
which  would  be  consciously  noticed. 
Later,  by  expe r i men tat i on , . i t  was  det- 
ermined  that  Stanford  had  a  higher 
perception  threshold  than  the  other 
two  persons,  and  that  may  be  why  only 
he  was  affected.  He  spéculâtes  that 
they  may  hâve  dîscovered  a  phenomenon 
which  could  create  a  phys iologi cal  ef¬ 
fect  by  utilizing  a  h i gh  frequency 
flash.  This  may  also  account  for  the 
changes  recorded  on  the  daylight  film. 

Using  a  précision  magnetometer  and  a 
gravimeter,  PSI  staff  were  also  able 
to  record  both  magnetic  and  gravi  tic 
effects  from  a  UFO  on  a  couple  of  occ¬ 
asions.  In  fact,  the  strength  of  the 
magnetic  field  recorded  far  exceeds 
that  which  could  be  produced  by  our 
own  current  technology;  and  the  UFOs 
were  about  five  miles  from  the  magnet¬ 
ometer  sensor! 

Recordings  made  on  July  27,  1978 

also  indicate  a  possible  corrélation 
between  the  graphed  outputs  of  the 
magnetometer  and  the  gravimeter,  the 
fi  rst  time  evidence  has  been  produced 
to  suggest  a  direct  relationship  bet¬ 
ween  magnetism  and  gravity.  This  is 
only  spéculative  at  this  time  since 
much  analysis  of  the  data  has  yet  to 
be  carried  out.  But  if  it  does  prove 
to  be  the  case  it  would  indicate  that 
a  unîfied  field  theory,  a  goal  of  the- 
oretical  physfcs  for  qui  te  some  time, 
could  be  much  doser  to  becoming  a 
real i ty . 

PS  I  1  s  fîndings  are  to  be  analysed  by 
an  independent  scientific  organization 
and  perhaps  by  the  end  of  the  year  we 
may  hâve  some  answers.

Durîng  a  recent  téléphoné  cal  1  Stan¬ 
ford  reported  to  Journal  UFO  that 
whenever  a  nearby  UFO  made  a  30%  turn 
it  made  an  incredibly  loud  sound  -  a 
deep  rumble  that  vibrated  one's  bones 
-  similar  to  that  reported  by  Gerry 
Armstrong  in  The  Missing  Seven  Hours . 


Close  Encounter  In  Scotland 

Livingston,  West  Lothian,  Scotland 
gained  notorîety  late  last  year  by 
being  the  scene  of  a  strange  encounter 
between  Mr.  Robert  Taylor,  a  61  year 
old  foresterwith  the  Livingston  De¬ 
velopment  Corporation,  and  an  alleged 
UFO  with  two  accompanyîng  'mines'  (see 
figure  1  below,  which  appeared  in  the 
Journal  of  Transient  Aerial  Fhenomena 3 
Vol.  1,  No.  2,  March  1980,  p.  A3).

Mr.  Taylor  encountered  this  sight 
while  walking  in  the  forest  on  hîs  way 
to  inspect  young  trees.  The  'mines' 
were  not  visible  at  first,  but  ap¬ 
peared  apparently  from  under  the  large 
'craft'  after  he  had  stared  at  it  for 
about  30  seconds  or  so.  The  object 
made  no  noise,  nor  did  it  appear  to 
rotate,  but  hovered  slightly  above  the 
ground.  It  appeared  to  be  dark  grey, 
but  became  partly  transparent  first  in 
one  place  and  then  in  another,  appar¬ 
ently  tryîng  to  camouflage  itself. 
This  observation  is  interesting  in 
light  of  recent  daylight  fîlmings  of 
unidentifîed  spherical  objects  from 


aîrlines  on  several  occaîsions  by  Pro¬ 
ject  Starlîght  International.  These 
films  revealed  a  dark  object  with  sun¬ 
light  on  one  s i de  of  it  on  only  one  of 
about  twenty  f rames  of  the  fi lm.  The 
other  frames  show  it  in  various  stages 
of  solid  white  to  various  shades  of 
grey  or  black.  Is  it  possible  for  a 
witness  to  înterpret  these  changes  as 
an  attempt  on  the  part  of  the  object 
to  camouflage  itself  or  perhaps  appear 
t  ransparen t? 

Mr.  Taylor  watched  in  amazement  as 
the  'mines'  rolled  toward  him,  attach- 
ing  a  ' 1 e  g '  on  each  si  de  of  his  trous- 
e  rs ,  and  attempt  to  drag  him  toward 
the  larger  object.  He  lost  conscious- 
ness,  and  upon  coming-to,  found  only 
his  dog  with  him;  the  UFOs  had  gone. 
He  managed  to  return  home  in  spite  of 
the  fact  that  he  temporarily  lost  the 
use  of  his  voice  and  his  legs. 

Ground  markings,  seen  and  recorded 
by  local  police,  were  consistent  with 
Taylor's  story,  as  were  the  tears  on 
his  trousers  where  the  'mines'  grabbed 
him.  Investigation  of  this  case  is  on- 
going  and  i nves tî ga tors '  conclusions 
(if  any)  will  be  presented,  when 
avai labié.

French  Abduction  A  Hoax? 

By  now,  most  of  you  will  hâve  heard 
of  the  alleged  abduction  of  Frank  Fon¬ 
taine  at  Cergy-Pontoise,  France  on 
November  26,  1979.  In  brief,  Fontaine 
(19)  and  two  friends,  Jean-Pierre  Pré¬ 
vost  and  Salomon  N'Diaye,  (both  25) 
were  loading  Fontaîne's  car  to  take  to 
a  local  market  when  they  spotted  a 
sériés  of  white  star-like  lîghts  des- 
cending  from  the  sky.  After  watching 
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for  a  few  minutes,  Prévost  and  N  1  Di  aye 
dashed  off  to  find  a  caméra  while  Fon¬ 
taine  went  for  a  doser  look.  When 
they  returned,  Fontaîne's  friends 
saw  hîm  and  his  car  surrounded  by  a 
thick  mist  wi  th  three  or  four  small 
spheres  moving  about  within  the  mist. 
Suddenly  the  glowing  mist  rose  into 
the  sky  leaving  only  the  car  behînd. 
Fontaine  was  nowhere  to  be  seen. 

A  week  later  he  reappeared  at  the 
same  place  at  the  same  time  of  mornîng 
assumîng  it  was  still  November  26.  He 
was  clean  shaven,  wore  the  same 
clothes,  had  the  same  amount  of  money 
in  his  possession  and  was  neîther  hun- 
gry  nor  thi  rs  ty  . 

The  police,  al though  highly  suspi- 
cîous  at  first,  did  not  know  what  to 
make  of  the  case,  since  after  repeated 
grilling,  ail  three  friends  told  the 
same  story.  Several  French  UFO  groups 
(including  GEPAN)  hâve  been  investî- 
gating  the  case,  but  so  far  ail  that 
has  been  formai ly  announced  îs  that 
Alain  Esterle  of  GEPAN  has  réserva¬ 
tions  about  the  validîty  of  the  case 
(IUR,  Jan.  1980,  p.  3)  . 

Our  French  correspondent,  M.  Jean 
Bastide,  has  his  own  opinion  and  has 
fi led  the  following  report  on  the  case 
under  the  heading  *The  Cergy-Pontoise 
Case:  Encounter  of  the  Worst  Kînd.1 

"Ufologists  must  be  told  that  se¬ 
veral  so-called  wîtnesses  are  trying 
to  perpetrate  a  fraud  on  the  public 
and  mass-media,  going  as  far  as  plan¬ 
ning  to  make  a  film  on  their  so-called 
UFO  expérience.  Serious  French  ufolo- 
gîsts  cannot  understand  how  intelli¬ 
gent  persons  could  believe  the  stupîd- 
itîes  that  are  claimed  without  any 
substantiation. 

“In  fact,  the  so-called  kidnapping 
of  M.  Fontaine  by  a  UFO  at  Cergy-Pon¬ 
toise  on  November  26,  1979  is  one  of 

the  worst  hoaxes  we  hâve  had  in 
France.  Needless  to  say,  no  UFO  re- 
searchers  hâve  taken  it  serîously. 
F rom  the  following  facts  we  can  sur¬ 
mise  how  the  plot  was  hatched: 

1.  On  Sunday,  November  25,  1979, 

French  TV  broadcast  a  show  entitled 
" The  Sky's  Mysteries,  rr  with  the  parti¬ 


cipation  of  M.  Jean-Claude  Bourret, 
journalist,  M.  Jean  Goupil,  electron- 
i  es  spécial  ist  (member  of  GEPA  -  not 
to  be  confused  with  GEPAN),  and  two 
astronomers,  M.  Paul  Muller  and  M. 
Pierre  Kohler.  (The  so-called  witness- 
es,  of  course,  deny  havîng  seen  the 
p  rogram. ) 

2.  Prevost's  brother  is  interested  in 
UFOs  and  is  famîliar  with  the  French 
revîews,  and  seems  to  be  the  braîn  be- 
hind  the  incident.  Several  cases  could 
hâve  provided  the  inspiration:  a  sci¬ 
ence-fiction  story  published  in  Nos - 
tradamus ,  no.  70,  August  9,  1973,  p.  5 
S  20  (about  a  1 sphe re-be i ng 1  from  a 
UFO),  the  case  of  the  sphere  (and  four 
identical  smaller  ones  around  i t)  seen 
at  Sai/rt-Gi  1  les  (near  Nîmes),  Gard, 
France,  during  March  197**  (see  Ap¬ 
proche  (SVEPS  bulletin),  no.  9,  Spring 
1976,  pp.  6-7:  OVNI  annonces  sous  hy¬ 
pnose)  ,  and  the  case  of  M.  L.  Jeanne, 
who  has  seen  in  North-Soudan ,  at  In 
Darset  (40  km  south  of  Tessalit),  a 
sphere  with  seven  smaller  ones  orbit- 
ing  around  the  central  one  (see  sketch 
on  co ver  of  Lumières  Dans  la  Nuit ,  May 
1968  (no.  93  bis-9**  bis),  and  p.  31). 

3.  Frank  Fontaine  had  been  in  touch 
with  the  man  who  has  tried  to  hypno- 
tize  him,  M.  Daniel  Huguet ,  before  the 
date  of  the  so-called  di sappearance 
(see  Bulletin  no.  6,  Groupement  Ufolo- 
gique  Bullois  ,  annee  1980) . 

h.  A  book  has  been  published  on  the 
case,  and  a  film  is  planned  soon. 

5.  The  so-called  wîtnesses  hâve  de- 
clined  GEPAN's  offer  of  a  professional 
régressive  hypnosîs  session. 

6.  M.  Prévost  knows  more  about  the 
case  than  Frank  Fontaine.  Now,  Fon¬ 
taine  is  the  only  one  to  hâve  been 
"abducted",  yet  cannot  even  be  hypno- 
tîzed  by  Huguet  (instead,  M.  Prévost, 
who  is  able  to  be  hypnotîzed,  feîgns 
to  be  hypnotized,  and  tells  the  wîld- 
est  taies,  always  about  the  paranor¬ 
mal). 

7.  We  don 1 1  hâve  evidence  of  a  single 
physîcal  or  phys î ol ogî cal  after-ef- 
fect.  Even  the  analysis  of  Fontaîne's 
blood  reveals  no  abnormal i ties  (ane- 
mi a ,  for  example) . 


8.  We  cannot  obtaîn  the  slightest  in¬ 
formation  about  the  al leged  object  and 
ext rate rrest r i a  1  s .  Ail  is  totally 
'nebulous,'  to  put  it  politely. 

11  My  conclusion  is  very  simple:  UFO  + 
parapsychol ogy=dol 1 ars .  I  can  add  it 
îs  a  Close  Encounter  with  the  Rude 
GuYs  (CE-RGY,  i f  you  1 ïke!)

Niagara  Falls  UFO 

A  witness  who  does  not  wish  to  be 
îdentifîed,  and  two  of  his  co-workers 
at  a  city  car  dealershîp  encountered  a 
strange- looking  object  at  about  7:30 
p.m.  on  Monday,  Apri 1  21,  I98O.  The 

three  of  them  saw  the  strange  grey 
cylînder  shape  hovering  over  the  Nia¬ 
gara  River  near  the  Whirlpool  Bridge. 
The  object  was  smooth ,  with  three  long 
antennae  on  i ts  si  de,  and  what  looked 
1 i ke  he 1 i copte r-type  blades  on  top. 

But  the  wîtnesses  were  sure  it 
wasn't  a  helicopter.  It  had  no  flash- 
ing  lights,  and  just  seemed  to  hover 
in  complété  silence.  At  least,  no 
noise  could  be  heard  over  and  above 
the  normal  river  noise.  After  three  or 
four  minutes  it  just  shot  away. 

The  next  morning  one  of  them  saw  the 
same  object  in  the  same  place.  No  fur- 
ther  details  are  avai labié  at  thîs 
time.  (Source:  Niagara  Falls  Review, 
Apri  1  22,  19  80.) 

CE 2  in  Nova  Scotia? 

Mrs.  Marlene  LeJune  of  Bear  River, 
Dîgby  County,  Nova  Scotia  witnessed  a 
strange  object  hovering  over  some 
trees  near  her  home  at  two  o'clock  in 
the  morning  of  July  5,  1980.  It  was  a 
round,  brîght  blue-white,  moon-shaped 
object  with  whîte  lights  flashing 
around  it,  about  500  feet  away  she  es- 
tîmated.  It  made  no  noise  and  was  the 
size  of  a  house. 


Her  normally  active  dog  hîd  under 
the  bed  and  would  not  venture  outside, 
and  since  her  husband  and  eldest  son 
were  away,  Mrs.  LeJune,  fearing  for 
the  safety  of  her  other  two  chîldren, 
didn't  either.  Agaîn,  it  is  dîffîcult 
to  understand  why  she  didn't  call  any- 
one,  but  th i s  so  often  happens  in 
cases  such  as  this.  After  watchîng  it 
for  fîve  minutes,  the  witness  merely 
went  to  bed  noticîng  nothîng  else 
strange  other  than  that  it  became  very 
brîght  behind  the  house  while  she  was 
in  bed,  but  attrîbuting  thîs  to  clouds 
clearing  and  allowîng  the  moon  to 
sh i ne . 

Next  morning,  however,  friends  told 
her  there  was  no  moon,  and  later  a 
frîend  dîscovered  a  ring  of  discol- 
oured  grass  about  20  feet  in  diameter 
in  the  area  where  the  sighting  oc- 
curred.  The  grass  was  brown  and 
slightly  depressed,  but  not  burned. 
Apparently  several  other  neighbours 
reported  that  their  animais  acted 
strangely  the  morning  before  she  saw 
the  object.  (Source:  Halifax  Chronical 
- Herald ,  July  6,  1 9 80  .  )

New  Books 

The  Encyclopedia  of  UFOs 

From  the  AAAS  symposium  on  UFOs  to 
the  Zêta  Reticuli  connection  and  just 
about  everything  in  between  can  be 
found  in  this  new  publication  by 
Doubleday,  edited  by  Ronald  D.  Story 
and  J.  Richard  Greenwell.  The  edi  tors' 
cl  a i m  îs  that,  "It  seeks  to  reflect  a 
reasonably  accurate  picture  of  the 
past  and  présent  State  of  Ufology...as 
it  actually  exists  and  has  existed 
throughout  the  world."  And  it  succeeds 
f  a i r 1  y  we 1 1  . 

Entries  are  arranged  al  phabet  i  ca  1 1  y 
and  represent  three  general  categor¬ 
ies:  cases,  people,  and  features  on 

various  aspects  of  the  UFO  controver- 
sy  ;  there  are  roughly  100  entries  per 
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category.  The  cases  are  représentative 
of  the  most  significant  UFO  events 
from  around  the  world,  while  the 
people  category  includes  the  most 
wel 1 -known  personalities,  investigat- 
ors  and  researchers  associated  wîth 
the  UFO  phenomenon,  each  introduced  by 
a  short  biography  followed  by  a  Per¬ 
sonal  position  statement.  The  features 
category  explores  UFO  théories,  évi¬ 
dence  and  areas  such  as  government  in¬ 
vol  vement . 

In  the  400  plus  pages  the  editors 
hâve  provîded  a  handy  reference  for 
both  the  researcher  and  the  general 
public  interested  in  the  UFO  phenome¬ 
non  .  P  ri  ce  :  $15-95. 

Proceedings  of  the  First  International 
UFO  Congress 

Three  years  ago,  to  commémora  te  the 
30th  anniversary  of  Kenneth  Arnold's 
historic  UFO  sighting  on  June  24, 
1947,  the  editors  of  Fate  magazine 
held  a  UFO  congress  in  Chicago,  Illin¬ 
ois.  This  three  day  event,  which  took 
place  from  June  24  through  June  26, 
1977,  featured  some  of  the  world's 
best  known  researchers  as  speakers. 
Kenneth  Arnold  himself  described  his 
sighting  and  the  lengthy  repercus¬ 
sions,  while  others,  including  James 
Harder,  Ted  Phillips,  Frank  Salisbury, 
Stanton  Friedman,  David  Jacobs,  Jerome 
Clark,  J.  Allen  Hynek,  Ted  Bloecher, 
Jim  and  Coral  Lorenzen,  Léo  Sprînkle, 
Berthold  Schwarz,  David  Stupple,  Alvin 
Lawson,  Jacques  Vallee,  and  more,  pre- 
sented  papers  on  thei  r  areas  of  in¬ 
vol  vement . 

Most  of  these  papers  are  included  in 
this  new  book  edited  by  Curtis  G.  Ful- 
ler,  published  by  Warner  Books .  Pré¬ 
sentations  not  reproduced  here  include 
those  of  Jacques  Vallee  (his  s  1  i  de 
présentation  would  hâve  been 
difficult  to  include  in  this  form  and 
was  replaced  by  an  interview  wîth  Val¬ 
lee  conducted  by  Jerome  Clark)  and  Ray 
Stanford,  who  described  the  technical 
aspects  of  Project  Starlight  Interna¬ 
tional^  new  laboratory  in  Austîn, 
Texas . 


For  those  who  attended  the  congress, 
this  book  will  provîde  a  valuable  re¬ 
cord  of  the  events,  while  those  who 
were  not  there  will  fînd  it  an  inter- 
esting  and  though t-p rovoki ng  review  of 
a  wide  cross-section  of  current  UFO 
research  and  spéculation.

CAUS  Sues  Again 

On  June  25,  1 9 80  the  law  offices  of 
Rothblatt,  Rothblatt  S  Seijas  issued 
the  following  press  release: 

A  Washington,  D.C.-based  public-in¬ 
terest  group  has  f i led  a  set  of  law- 
sui  ts  against  three  Fédéral  agencîes 
to  obt^in  government  documentation  on 
the  subject  of  unidentifîed  flying  ob- 
jects  (UFOs) .  The  Freedom  of  Informa¬ 
tion  Act  suits  were  fi  led  on  June  24, 
1980,  in  U. S.  District  Court  for  the 
District  of  Columbia  by  Cîtîzens 
Against  UFO  Secrecy  (CAUS)  .  The  group 
allégés  that  the  National  Security 
Agency  (NSA),  the  Defense  Intelligence 
Agency  ( D I  A) ,  and  the  Fédéral  Aviation 
Administration  (FAA)  hâve  fai led  to 
comply  wîth  the  provisions  of  the  Act 
that  would  al low  public  access  to  un- 
released  UFO  data.  The  action  is  beîng 
brought  by  New  York  City  attorney 
Peter  A.  Gersten,  whose  earlier  liti- 
gation  against  the  CIA  for  UFO  records 
prompted  national  attention. 

The  suit  against  the  National  Secur¬ 
ity  Agency  is  expected  to  resuit  in 
major  disclosures  about  the  effect 
UFOs  hâve  on  national  security.  Ger¬ 
sten 's  action  seeks  to  enjoîn  the  de- 
fendant  f rom  wi thhol d i ng  i ts  UFO-rela- 
ted  records  -  including  the  18  UFO 
documents  that  were  referred  to  the 
Agency  by  the  CIA  in  the  course  of  the 
CIA  suit.  It  is  the  contention  of  NSA 
that  the  documents  are  being  withheld 
for  reasons  of  national  security,  des- 
pîte  the  government's  public  position 
that  UFOs  constitute  no  threat  to  the 
nat i on  1  s  secur î  ty . 

In  the  case  against  the  Defense  In¬ 
telligence  Agency,  Gersten  asserts 
that  the  Agency's  al  leged  records-

search  was  inadéquate.  On  prîor  occa¬ 
sions,  the  Agency  denied  possessing 
any  UFO-related  documents,  only  to  be 
embarrassed  when  the  CIA,  in  i ts  own 
search,  surfaced  DI  A-ori  gi  nated  UFO 
documents . 

In  the  FAA  suit,  the  group  complains 
that  the  Administration  (l)  conducted 
an  inadéquate  search  for  its  UFO  docu¬ 
ments  and  (2)  levied  unreasonable 
search  fees  for  the  few  UFO  documents 
i t  dî  d  1 ocate . 

In  other  action,  Gersten's  2-year- 
old  suit  against  the  Central  Intelli¬ 
gence  Agency  has  seen  a  number  of  de- 
velopments.  Though  the  litigation  did 
succeed  in  producing  close  to  1,000 
pages  of  UFO-related  documents  attest- 
îng  to  the  Agency's  30-year  involve- 
ment  in  the  controversy,  the  judge 
granted  the  defendant's  motion  for 
summary  judgment  on  May  30,  1 9 80 .  This 
came  despi  te  the  fact  that  the  Agency 
admîts  to  wîthholding  57  UFO  docu¬ 
ments.  Moreover,  those  documents  al- 
ready  released  suggest  that  the  Agency 
fai led  to  disclose  the  existence  of  at 
least  200  more  UFO  documents.  As  a  re¬ 
suit,  the  plaintiff  fi  led  a  notice  of 
appeal  on  June  24,  1980. 


Fund  For  UFO  Research 

Last  year,  ten  prominent  îndîviduals 
in  the  United  States  and  Great  Britaîn 
were  appoînted  to  the  National  Board 
of  the  Fund  for  UFO  Research,  Inc. 
(FUF0R).  Thei  r  function  is  to  approve 
grant  proposais  for  the  investigation 
of  various  aspects  associated  wi th  Un- 
identified  Flying  Objects.  FUF0R  is  a 
non-profit  scientific  and  educational 
organizatîon  incorporated  in  the  Dis¬ 
trict  of  Columbia,  U. S. A.,  and  was 
formed  by  a  group  of  scîentists,  en- 
gîneers  and  wri te r-edî tors  in  1979  to 
provide  a  mechanism  for  channeling 
money  into  research  projects  that  will 
încrease  scientific  knowledge  about 
and  public  understandîng  of  the  UFO 
phenomenon . 

The  funding  of  FUFOR's  fi  rst  project 
has  just  been  completed  (May  9,  1980) 


involvîng  the  financing  of  the  public¬ 
ation  of  a  study  of  the  radar-vi suai - 
photographie  UFO  sightîngs  over  New 
Zealand  in  December,  1978.  The  paper 
was  written  by  Dr.  Bruce  S.  Maccabee, 
a  physicist  specializing  in  electron- 
i  es  ,  optics  and  laser  physics.  Dr. 
Maccabee  is  an  employée  of  the  Naval 
Surface  Weapons  Center  in  White  Oak, 
Maryland,  U. S. A.  He  spent  over  a  year 
i n ves t i ga t i ng  the  New  Zealand  sight- 
i ngs  and  film. 

In  his  article,  published  in  Applied 
Optics ,  May,  1 9  80  Maccabee  responds  to 
a  claîm  by  New  Zealand  scîentists  that 
one  of  the  lights  fîlmed  on  December 
31,  1978,  was  a  squid  boat.  Dr.  Macca¬ 
bee  says  the  light  is  definitely  not  a 
squi  d  boat. 

FUF0R  is  currently  consîderîng  the 
funding  of  several  other  research  and 
educational  projects  on  UFOs.  Grant 
proposais  and  contributions  are  wel- 
come ,  and  inquiries  should  be  sent  to 
the  Fund  for  UFO  Research,  P.0.

In  this  âge  of  elect- 
ronics,  a  reporter’ s  note¬ 
book  may  often  be  trans¬ 
latée!  as  ”tape  recorder,” 
and  so  it  is  in  my  case. 
But  wonderful  device 
though  it  is,  I  sometimes 
wish  the  recorder  had  nev- 
er  replaced  the  old  pad 
and  pencil  for,  in  the 
manner  of  modem  gadgets, 
it  can  fail  at  the  moment 
it  is  needed  most . 

That  is  what  happened  to 
me  at  the  llth  annual  MUF- 
ON  UFO  Symposium,  June  7 
and  8  this  year,  at  Clear 
Lake  City,  Texas.  As  I 
discovered  on  retuming 
home,  my  recordings  of 
that  successful  meeting 
were  almost  inaudible  af- 
ter  a  good  start  that  had 
fooled  me.  For  coverage  I 
must  therefore  fall  back 
on  two  highlights  only  - 
one  taken  from  memory  and 
one  taken  from  the  manual 
of  papers  prepared  in  ad- 
vance  which,  for  his  prés¬ 
entation,  the  speaker  fol- 
lowed  with  only  slight 
modifications.  I  know  be- 
cause  I  was  there,  watch- 
ing  his  superb  slides  and 
listening  intently.  There 
were  other  excellent  pap¬ 
ers  but  I  believe  the  spo- 
ken  changes,  in  those  that 
I  heard,  were  more  sub- 
stantial . 

The  from-memory  high- 
light  is  the  90-minute 
document ary  film  ”A 
Strange  Harvest,”  directed 
and  produced  by  Linda 
Moulton  Howe ,  head  of  spé¬ 
cial  projects  for  a  télé¬ 
vision  station  in  Denver, 
Colorado.  Included  in  the 


program  after  the  original 
schedule  had  been  set  up, 
this  film  on  the  cattle- 
mutilation  problem  and 
shown  on  two  TV  sets  in- 
stalled  in  a  classroom  was 
such  a  hit  that  extra 
showings  continued  well 
into  the  first  night  of 
proceedings . 

Of  spécial  interest  in 
the  picture  was  a  part 
filmed  in  answer  to  argu¬ 
ments  that  the  mutilations 
are  the  work  of  humans 
with  professional  skill^ 
As  an  example,  a  surgeon 
with  scalpel  was  shown  re- 
moving  a  circular  piece  of 
skin  from  a  dead  chicken. 
Compared  to  the  surgery 
performed  on  animais  by 
the  mysterious  mutilators, 
however,  the  surgeon’ s 
work  looked  clumsy.  Even 
cutting  with  a  laser  beam 
offered  no  real  comparis- 
on.  Moreover,  as  Dr.  Arien 
Meyers  pointed  out,  the 
mutilators  performed  their 
surgery  quickly  on  a 
field,  not  at  length  in  a 
hospital  as  the  laser  beam 
required. 

Unforgettable  footage  in 
the  film  was  provided  by  a 
vétéran  rancher  describing 
under  hypnosis  how  he  had 
seen  one  of  his  cattle, 
bawling  with  terror,  lif- 
ted  aboard  a  strange  aer- 
ial  craft  by  invisible 
means.  Carrying  even  more 
impact  and  almost  too  af- 
fecting  to  watch  was  an- 
other  part  showing  a  woman 
under  hypnosis  as  she  des- 
cribed  how  her  daughter 
seemed  in  danger  of  being 
operated  on  in  an  encount- 
er  with  the  mutilators.  By 


accident  the  two  had  corne 
across  a  party  of  aliens 
performing  their  grisly 
business  on  cattle,  and 
they  too  were  captured  ev- 
idently  for  the  purpose  of 
keeping  them  quiet. 

Al though  the  aliens  did 
not  harm  her  daughter,  the 
woman’s  ordeal  was  believ- 
ably  terrible.  This  film 
is  a  mémorable  contribut¬ 
ion  to  ufology  in  general 
and  to  study  of  the  mutil¬ 
ation  problem  in  particul- 
ar . 

The  other  outstanding 
présentation,  from  which  I 
think  I  can  safely  quote, 
was  by  Ray  Stanford  who 
directs  his  well -equipped 
Project  Starlight  Inter¬ 
national  (PSI)  from  head- 
quarters  at  Austin,  Texas. 
His  theme  at  the  Symposium 
was  based  on  an  extraord- 
inary  sighting  made  by  him 
and  his  wife  aboard  a  com¬ 
mercial  aircraft  near  Mem¬ 
phis,  Tennessee,  Dec.  12, 
1977.  The  observation 
lasted  more  than  five  min¬ 
utes,  with  Stanford  re- 
taining  about  two  minutes 
of  the  action  on  movie 
fi  lm. 

At  first  he  was  looking 
at  a  ”domed  sphere.”  When 
that  disappeared  he  raised 
his  eyes  above  the  caméra. 

'There,  on  a  later-com- 
puted  magnetic  azimuth  of 
perhaps  221.5  degrees,  was 
seen  a  relatively  gigantic 
apparently  glowing,  irid- 
escent,  tubular  thing, 
with  perhaps  a  very  slight 
metallic  luster...” 

Twice  during  the  filming 
both  the  author  and  his 
wife  saw  a  glowing 
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’scroll'  of  luminous  sub¬ 
stance  separate  at  high 
speed  from  the  surface, 
condense  to  become  a  mass 
of  glowing  gas ,  and  shoot 
off  at  very  high  speed  to 
the  right,  at  about  10  to 
15  degrees  to  the  long  ax¬ 
is  of  the  object.  This  is 
visible  on  the  film  also. 

"The  large  bright  object 
was  filmed  just  under  two 
minutes.  As  the  film  was 
running  out,  the  bright 
tubular  thing  began  to  ro- 
tate  around  its  midpoint, 
like  some  gigantic,  glow¬ 
ing  compass  needle  start- 
ing  to  revolve  in  the 
sky .” 

Although  it  was  disap- 
pointing  not  to  hâve  more 
film,  Stanford  had  already 
recorded  much  more  than  he 
realized.  To  quote  one 
further  bit: 

"Upon  projecting  and  ex- 
amining  the  processed  12/ 
12/77  film,  it  was  noticed 
that  two  ’cylindrical 
clouds’  appear  instantly, 
although  not  simult aneous- 
ly,  and  that  the  first 
frame  in  which  one  of  the 
two  appears  shows  it  with 
an  iridescent  glow,  dark 
central  band,  etc.,  an  ap- 
pearance  (previously  desc- 
ribed  -JM)  like  the  object 
which  was  much  higher, 
that  obviously  was  a  UFO. 
After  about  more  than  a 
minute  of  visibility  on 
the  2,800  frame  film,  a 
strange  event  occurs  which 
is  so  transient  as  to  hâve 
been  recorded  on  only  one 
frame  (#2559)  of  the  film. 

”For  over  a  minute  the 
elongated,  almost  cylind- 
rical  ' clouds’  just  look 
like  long  clouds  except 
for  subtle  and  very  high 
speed  changes  visible  in 
frame -by- frame  examin  at - 
ion.  Th en,  in  frame  #2559, 
both  ’cylindrical  clouds’ 
suddenly  reveal,  for  that 
frame  only,  dark  cylind- 
rical-looking  images,  with

the  ’ cloud  vapor’  appear- 
ing  to  be  compressed  to 
the  distal  side  of  and  be- 
low  each  dark  cylinder.” 

It  was  fortunate  (though 
anyone  less  observant 
might  not  hâve  filmed  the 
incident)  that  the  caméra 
was  in  the  hands  of  such 
an  analytical  and  capable 
witness.  With  more  study 
planned  as  further  évid¬ 
ence  cornes  to  hand,  his 
address  to  the  Clear  Lake 
City  meeting  was  even  at 
that  stage  a  tremendous 
contribution  to  UFO  liter- 
ature.  (Quotes  were  from 
1980  MUFON  UFO  Symposium 
Proceedings,  ”UF0  Technol¬ 
ogy;  a  detailed  examinat¬ 
ion,”  published  by  MUFON, 
103  Oldtowne  Road,  Seguin, 
Texas  78155,  U. S. A.  Price 
$10.00  U. S.) 

Two  important  features 
of  this  symposium,  organ- 
ized  so  efficiently  by 
VISIT  (Vehicle  Internai 


Systems  Investigative 

Team)  under  John  F. 
Schuessler  and  L.  David 
Kissinger,  remain  to  be 
mentioned.  One  was  the 
tour  of  NASA  Johnson  Space 
Center  on  the  closing  Sun- 
day  afternoon.  Particular- 
ly  for  the  many  from  more 
distant  points  who  other- 
wise  might  never  see  the 
Center,  the  visit  was  a 
great  pleasure.  A  young 
woman  serving  as  guide  for 
NASA  will  be  remembered 
for  her  helpful  informat¬ 
ion  and  sense  of  humor. 

The  other  feature  was 
the  MUFON  annual  corporate 
meeting  held  that  morning. 
Discussions  moved  along 
briskly,  and  chairman  Walt 
And rus  showed  ski 11  in 
making  ail  feel  they  had 
something  to  contribute. 
It  was  quite  apparent  why, 
under  his  direction,  MUFON 
has  reached  a  high  level 
of  success.  •

It  might  be  an  idea  for 
me  to  start  this  article 
by  giving  you  the  latest 
news  about  that  colour 
film  of  a  UFO  being  con- 
fiscated.  That  was  the 
concluding  little  bit  of 
news  in  my  last  one. 

To  recap,  the  film  was 
taken  by  Seîlor  Grilfo  at 
Mount  Montserrat,  near 
Barcelona,  Spain,  He  took 
it  to  the  well-known  Span- 
ish  ufologist,  Antonio  Ri- 
bera.  Subsequently ,  it  was 
arranged  for  the  film  to 
be  analyzed  by  our  Royal 
Air  Force,  and  also  to  be 
shown  to  our  House  of 
Lords  UFO  Group.  Then  came 
the  cable  advising  that 
the  film  had  been  confis- 
cated. 

In  a  follow-up  letter, 
Ribera  wrote  that  they  had 
been  conducting  some  pre- 
liminary  tests  in  a  photo¬ 
graphie  laboratory  in  Bar¬ 
celona.  Suddenly,  an  army 
major  came  in  to  the  lab¬ 
oratory,  and  took  the  film 
away.  He  gave  the  labora¬ 
tory  a  receipt  for  the 
fi  lm . 

Since  then,  in  a  further 
letter,  Ribera  stated  that 
he  had  been  a  couple  of 
times  to  see  the  major. 
When  Ribera  asked  him  if 
they  were  going  to  return 
the  film,  the  major  lec- 
tured  him  on  the  'Materia 
Reservada*  status  which 
UFOs  hâve  in  Spain. 

What  is  extraordinary  is 
the  apparent  contradiction 
between  the  Spanish  Army 
and  Air  Force  UFO  poli- 
cies . 

As  some  of  y  ou  readers 
may  know,  on  20  October, 
1976,  a  top  man  in  the 
Spanish  Air  Force  deliv- 
ered  a  thick  file  of  UFO 
reports  label led  Secret 
and  Confidential  to  a 


journalist  called  Juan 
José  Benit2. 

Subsequently,  Bénit  z 
wrote  a  book  based  on  the 
material  received,  and  now 
it  is  being  translated  in- 
to  English  by  Gordon 
Cre i gh  t on ,  we 1 1 -kn  own 

writer  for  Flying  Saucer 
Review .  It  is  to  be  pub- 
lished  in  England  by  Nev- 
ille  Spearman  Ltd. ,  under 
the  title  UFOs :  Official 

Documents  of  the  Spanish 
Government . 

I  wonder  whether  that 
high-up  man  in  the  Spanish 
Air  Force  -  actually  a 
Lieutenant-General  -  got 
into  trouble  for  releas¬ 
ing  that  material  to  the 
journalist.  Or,  was  it  "an 
officially  inspired  leak? 

A  lot  of  very  s t range 
things  seem  to  go  on  in 
various  govemment  circles 
regarding  UFOs. 

Both  President  Truman 
and  President  Carter  in 
the  United  States,  before 
taking  high  office  stated 
that  they  would  release 
information  about  UFOs, 
but  neither  did. 

President  Carter  during 
his  élection  campaign 
stated  that  he  had  seen, 
with  witnesses,  a  UFO  in 
Georgia.  As  a  resuit  he  no 
longer  laughed  at  other 
people  who  reported  seeing 
them.  He  added  that  if 
elected  President,  ail  the 
UFO  information  in  the 
Pentagon  files  would  be 
released  to  the  public. 

As  we  know,  this  has  not 
corne  about.  Presumably, 
the  CIA  stopped  him  from 
carrying  out  his  élection 
promise,  and  I  suppose, 
the  same  thing  happened  to 
T  ruman . 

Now,  I  happen  to  know 
that  an  English  Prime  Min- 
ister  was  stopped  from

breaking  the  UFO  news  to 
the  public.  At  this  stage 
I  cannot  divulge  which 
one,  but  take  it  from  me, 
a  top  ranking  intelligence 
man  stepped  in  to  10  Down- 
ing  Street. 

Ail  this  makes  me  wonder 
who  actually  is  ruling 
some  countries? 

If  American  Presidents 
and  an  English  Prime  Min- 
ister  can  be  stopped  from 
carrying  out  their  wishes, 
it  seems  to  me  a  bit  over 
the  limitî 

In  England  there  has 
been  quite  a  lot  of  pub- 
licity  in  the  press  re¬

We  spend 
a  lot  of  time  talking 
about  ?cover-upsf,  and  we 
are  determined  to  break 
down  this  nonsensical  se- 
crecy  about  the  UFOs!

OBSERVING  UFOs,  by  Richard  F.  Haines  Ph.D.,  Nelson-Hall  Inc.,  1980  (111  North  Canal 
Street,  Chicago,  Illinois  60606).  Cloth  $21.95,  ISBN  0-88229-540-2 ;  Paper  $10.95,  ISBN 
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This  new  book  by  Richard 
F.  Haines  ranks  as  one  of 
the  most  valuable  aids  to 
the  sometimes  tedious 
business  of  field  investi¬ 
gation  of  UFO  reports.  It 
concerns  itself  not  only 
with  field  investigation 
techniques  but  with  the 
intricately  related  area 
of  data  interprétation. 
Since  most  of  the  input  to 
UFO  research  cornes  from 
witnesses*  perceptions  of 
anomalous  events,  Haines 
concentrâtes  on  the  rele¬ 
vant  physiological  aspects 
which  may  limit  the  capa- 
bilities  of  human  percep¬ 
tion.  The  reader  should 
not,  however,  interpret 
the  book  as  an  attempt  to 
explain  ail  UFO  sightings 
as  misperceptions  of  na- 
turally  occurring  events, 
since  Haines  explains  his 
major  purpose  is  "to  help 
improve  the  quality  of  the 
basic  sighting  data  at  the 
field  investigation  level 
and,  thereby,  to  help  im¬ 
prove  the  reliability  of 
the  data."  (p.  252) 

His  approach  to  the 
field  of  Ufology  demon- 
strates  the  open-minded- 
ness  which  is  a  definite 


pre-requisite  for  a  scien- 
tist,  and  one  which  is  far 
too  often  lacking  in  those 
who  give  the  subject  a 
cursory  glance.  He  re¬ 
marks,  "....our  scientific 
understanding  of  the  na¬ 
ture  of  reality  is  still 
limited.  Some  hâve  sug- 
gested  that  our  ability  to 
conceptualize  the  nature 
of  reality  is  bounded  by 
physical  constructs  such 
as  the  quantum  efficiency 
"barrier,"  the  speed  of 
light  "barrier,"  the  con¬ 
version  of  energy  "bar¬ 
rier,"  and  so  on.  And,  al- 
though  these  limits  hâve 
been  verified  in  many  in¬ 
stances  as  being  reliable 
représentations  of  certain 
spécifie  physical'  charac- 
teristics  of  nature,  there 
may  be  other,  more  gener¬ 
al,  laws  which  transcend 
them  and  which  are  total ly 
unknown  to  man.  Because 
these  so-called  barriers 
hâve  not  yet  been  exceeded 
does  not  necessarily  prove 
that  they  never  will  be." 
(PP  19-20) 

In  addition  to  this  ba¬ 
sic  pre-requisite  Haines 
emphasizes  the  need  for  a 
UFO  researcher  to  "know 


yourself  well."  "Your  own 
serious  commitment  to  the 
study  of  UFOs  should  in- 
clude  an  equally  serious 
commitment  to  Creative 
thinking;  you  should  not 
dépend  entirely  upon  logic 
or  intellect  but,  rather, 
should  allow  your  intui¬ 
tion  to  play  upon  ail  of 
the  information  you  hâve 
on  the  subject  (emphasis 
Haines) .  Such  an  approach 
will  keep  you  from  jumping 
to  conclusions  too  early. 
It  is  also  possible  that 
the  strict  application  of 
scientific  methods  to 
solve  the  UFO  enigma  will 
not  be  sufficient.  We  may 
be  faced  with  a  phenomenon 
which  is  not  based  upon 
the  same  cause  and  effect 
principles  we  now  take  for 
granted.*  Nevertheless ,  I 


*  I  feel  this  statement 
to  b e  significant  enough 
to  refer  the  reader  to  an- 
other  text,  The  Roots  of 
Coïncidence,,  by  Arthur 
Koestler,  Hutchinson  &  Co. 
Ltd.,  1972  (also  published 
by  Pan  Books  Ltd.,  Cavaye 
Place,  London  SW10  9PG, 
England,  19  74,  ISBN  0-220- 
24167-2),  which  discusses 
this  point  in  detail.  -Ed. 
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believe  that  in  order  to 
be  as  flexibly  Creative  as 
possible,  you  must  know 
yourself  well.  You  must 
live  at  peace  with  your¬ 
self  even  while  experienc- 
ing  great  uncertainty. 
When  you  are  able  to  live 
this  way  you  will  be  a 
more  intégral  person  whc 
can  grapple  more  effect- 
ively  with  the  multidimen- 
sional  nature  of  the  phen- 
omenon  behind  the  UFO.  I 
believe  that  this  is  the 
kind  of  person  who  should 
be  studying  UFOs!"  (pp 
xviii-xix) 

I  hâve  quoted  the  auth- 
or's  philosophy  extensive- 
ly  to  provide  the  would-be 
purchaser  of  this  book  an 
insight  into  the  author* s 
approach,  feeling  that 
otherwise,  from  just  a 
casual  glance  at  the  book, 
the  would-be  purchaser 
might  conclude  the  con¬ 
tents  are  merely  Menzel 
regurgitated.  Nothing 

could  be  further  from  the 
truth . 

After  an  extensive  Pro¬ 
logue  and  Introduction, 
Haines  first  wrestles  with 
the  problem  of  deriving  a 
définition  of  a  UFO  (chap¬ 
ter  2)  utilizing  ideas 
presented  by  both  Hynek 
and  Vallee  before  arriving 
at  the  following,  which  he 
admits  may  be  found  want- 
ing: 

Manifestations  of  the 
UFO  phenomenon  are  found 
among  reports  of  the  per¬ 
ception  or  indirect  aware- 
ness  of  an  object,  light 
source,  or  presence  of 
something  in  the  sky,  upon 
the  land,  or  beneath  the 
surface  of  a  body  of 
water,  the  appearance, 
trajectory,  and  general 
dynamic,  luminescent,  or 
reflective  qualities  of 
which  do  not  suggest  an 
explanation  that  conforms 
with  current  conventional 
or  logical  explanations 


and  which  remains  uniden- 
tified  after  ail  evidence 
surrounding  the  sighting 
has  been  studied  by  tech- 
nically  capable  persons, 
including  the  field  inves- 
tigator  (involved  in  the 
case) ,  who  hâve  applied 
both  common-sense  identi¬ 
fication  as  well  as  intui¬ 
tion  to  their  analyses.” 

In  chapter  3,  The  UFO 
Field  Investigator  and 
Witness,  the  author  dis- 
cusses  how  to  become  a 
qualified  field  investiga¬ 
tor  and  how  to  recognize 
someone  having  the  neces- 
sary  qualifications.  He 
stresses  ”that  only 
through  continued  study  of 
both  the  psychological 
component  of  the  UFO  phen¬ 
omenon  and  the  apparent ly 
physical  component  wi^l 
the  interested  reader  oe 
able  to  make  his  way,  de- 
liberately  and  carefully, 
into  the  category  of  per¬ 
sons  who  not  only  want  to 
be,  but  are  qualified  to 
be,  UFO  field  investiga- 
tors.”  (p.  23) 

Since  most  witnesses  who 
report  a  UFO  are  seeing 
one  for  the  first  time,  an 
understanding  of  the  psy¬ 
chological  reactions  a 
person.  might  display  when 
seeing  something  strange 
for  the  first  time  is  of 
value  in  trying  to  inter- 
pret  the  event  described. 
These  psychological  fac¬ 
tors  are  discussed  in 
chapter  4  which  is  en- 
titled  Experienoing  Some¬ 
thing  for  the  First  Time, 
and  as  Haines  remarks,  a 
complété  understanding  of 
these  factors  will  help 
the  researcher  answer  the 
question  ”Is  man  facing  a 
phenomenon  that  represents 
some  entirely  new  aspect 
of  reality,  about  which  we 
know  almost  nothing,  or  is 
he  facing  a  phenomenon 
which  is  but  a  little  un- 
derstood  characteristic  of 


currently  understood  re¬ 
ality?”  (p.  49) 

In  his  chapter  on  Oh - 
taining  and  Evaluating 
Witness  Testimony  (ch.  5) 
Haines  outlines  some  basic 
investigative  steps,  and 
then  identifies  several 
capabilities  or  character- 
istics  of  the  witness 
which  should  be  determined 
about  the  witness  from 
close  observation  by  the 
field  investigator,  which 
in  turn  will  help  him 
evaluate  the  ”witness’ 
capability  to  perceive 
what  he  daims  to  hâve 
perceived.”  (p.  53).  Fol¬ 
lowing  this  is  a  detailed 
discussion  of  the  investi¬ 
gative  analysis  techniques 
of  UFO  appearance  récogni¬ 
tion  and  identification, 
hypnotic  régression,  poly- 
graph  testing,  event  re¬ 
construction  testing  and 
testimony  évaluation  test¬ 
ing.  These  techniques  are 
obviously  not  necessary  in 
ail  cases.  Haines  points 
out,  but  when  the  situa¬ 
tion  dictâtes,  are  inval - 
uable  tools  in  conducting 
a  thorough  investigation. 

Since  there  hâve  been 
several  reports  implying 
UFOs  can  seem  to  suddenly 
disappear  before  the  wit¬ 
ness1  eyes.  Haines  feels 
some  discussion  of  the 
ways  in  which  objects 
might  disappear  is  war- 
ranted.  This  is  the  sub- 
ject  of  chapter  6  entitled 
Invisihility .  He  bases  his 
discussion  on  the  assump- 
tion  that  the  ”source  of 
the  (witness*)  perception 
represents  a  physical  en- 
tity  or  process  separate 
from  its  immédiate  sur- 
roundings.  That  is,  the 
UFO  will  not  be  considered 
as  a  ”window”  through 
which  or  a  ”screen”  upon 
which  the  witness  per- 
ceives  something,  but  as  a 
distinctly  separate  phéno¬ 
ménal  object  experienced 
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within  a  normal  con- 

text . ”  (p.  95)  His 

discussion  the refore 

centres  around  situations 
in  which  the  perceived 
phenomenon  seems  to  the 
witness  to  disappear  (due, 
for  example,  to  factors 
such  as  intervening  media 
and  optical,  perceptual, 
neurological  and  psycholo¬ 
gical  mechanisms  within 
the  witness),  and  very 
little  considération  is 
given  to  the  concept  that 
the  UFO  can  itself  make 
itself  invisible  to  the 
witness.  The  prospective 
reader  is  therefore  cau- 
tioned  not  to  anticipate 
spéculation  on  the  part  of 
the  author  regarding  the 
possibility  for  UFOs  to  be 
able  to  suddenly  disappear 
”into  another  dimension, 
or  parallel  universe”  as 
has  been  proposed  by 
others . 

The  next  few  chapters 
(7  through  11)  ,  commencing 
with  a  discussion  of  the 
human  visual  field  and  its 
limitations,  cover  spéci¬ 
fie  concepts  and  terms  re- 
lated  to  visual  observa¬ 
tion  of  aerial  objects, 
angular  sighting  estimâtes 
and  measurements ,  temporal 
estimâtes  and  measure¬ 
ments,  and  intensity  esti¬ 
mâtes  and  measurements. 
This  coverage  of  terminol- 
ogy  and  techniques  is  in- 
valuable  to  the  serious 
field  investigator  as  it 
puts  him  in  a  much  better 
position  to  help  both  the 
witness  to  clarify  and  re¬ 
cord  the  characteristics 
of  his  expérience,  and  the 
investigator  himself  to 
document  his  report  as  ac- 
curately  and  precisely  as 
possible . 

Chapter  12,  Moving  and 
S tati onary  Ligh ts  at 
Night,  points  out  some  of 
the  reasons  why  many  IFOs 
(identified  flying  ob¬ 
jects)  are  initially  re- 


ported  as  UFOs,  and  indeed 
may  remain  classified  as 
UFOs  if  the  investigator 
is  not  thorough ly  familiar 
with  ”rather  common  visual 
and  optical  phenomena 
which  can  produce  bizarre 
perceptions  of  moving  and 
s tationary  luminous 

sources  at  night.”  (p. 
181).  Haines  illustrâtes 
by  describing  a  few  in¬ 
stances  he  personally  ex¬ 
perienced,  thus  démon - 
strating  that  if  a  person 
doesn*t  take  the  time  to 
familiarize  himself  with 
the  night  sky  and  ail  of 
its  ”inhabitants ,  ”  there 
is  no  telling  what  he 
might  report  as  a  UFO.  One 
point  I  feel  the  author 
could  hâve  included  here 
or  elsewhere  is  a  caution 
regarding  the  use  of  cheap 
(and  sometimes  expensive) 
binoculars.  More  often 
than  not,  binoculars  will 
résolve  a  point  light 
source  (e.g.  a  star)  into 
a  red,  b  lue  and  white 
light  source,  due  to  poor 
quality  prisms  and/or 
lenses.  A  witness  will 
often  report  seeing  an  un- 
usually  bright  light 
source  (which  later  tums 
out  to  be  Venus,  Jupiter 
or  Sirius,  etc.)  which, 
when  viewed  through  binoc¬ 
ulars,  looks  like  an  ob¬ 
ject  with  red  and  b  lue 
lights.  Therefore  it  can*t 
be  a  plane,  since  planes 
hâve  red  and  green  lights, 
and  must  be  a  UFO.  If  the 
witness  had  bothered  to 
look  at  other  stars  in  the 
sky  with  the  same  binocu¬ 
lars  he  would  probably  be 
astounded  to  see  a  who  le 
”fleet”  of  UFOs*  Field  in- 
vestigators  should  always 
check  a  witness*  binocu¬ 
lars  before  forming  any 
opinion  on  what  was  sup- 
posedly  seen  through  them. 

Since  many  noctumal 
lights  turn  out  to  be 
planes,  the  author  pro¬ 


vides  a  chapter  (ch.  13  - 
Airplanes :  UFOs  or  IFOs?) 
which  will  help  the  in¬ 
vestigator  and  the  witness 
to  quickly  détermine  in 
most  cases  if  what  was  re- 
ported  was  really  an  air- 
plane.  Following  this, 
Haines  discusses  the  char¬ 
acteristics  of  light  ré¬ 
factions  (ch.  14)  from 
various  surfaces  (which 
may  be  of  help  in  evaluat¬ 
ing  alleged  photographs  of 
UFOs),  and  then  concludes 
with  a  chapter  (15)  on 
viewing  very  bright  ob¬ 
jects.  The  latter  chapter 
includes  a  discussion  of 
the  important  considéra¬ 
tion  of  f lash-blindness  in 
relation  to  witness*  cap¬ 
ability  to  adapt  visually 
following  exposure  to  the 
intense  light  often  as- 
sociated  with  reported 
UFOs. 

In  his  final  chapter, 
Some  Fre liminany  Cono  lu - 
sions  and  Frinoiples , 
Haines  wams  the  reader 
that  the  path  to  the  solu¬ 
tion  of  the  UFO  enigma  is 
not  easy.  Paraphrasing 
Mark  Twain  he  remarks 

** . those  who  would  ser- 

iously  investigate  uni- 
dentified  flying  objects 
must  corne  to  expect  disap- 
pointment  and  even  abuse 
at  times .  Yet  such  néga¬ 
tive  expériences  should 
not  cause  one  to  cease  his 
efforts  altogether.  It  is 
likely  that  we  will  need 
to  explore  many  blind  al- 
leys  before  we  finally 
find  the  ”core”  of  the  UFO 
phenomenon.1* 

Ohserving  UFOs  is  an  in- 
valuable  tool  if  these  ex¬ 
plorations  are  to  be  car- 
ried  out  effectively  and 
expeditiously .  No  field 
investigator,  or  prospec¬ 
tive  field  investigator 
should  be  without  it. 

What  does  Mark  Twain 
hâve  to  do  with  UFOs?  Read 
the  book!  • 
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C AN  ADI  AN 


Reports  that  contain 
some  due,  however  slight, 
about  the  kind  of  world  or 
worlds  possibly  inhabited 
by  our  visitors  are,  I 
think,  of  particular  in¬ 
terest.  Here  is  one  taken 
intact  from  CUFOR,  vol.  1, 
no.  4,  1969: 

There  is  one  due  in  the 
behavior  of  UFOs  which 
suggests  strongly  that 
their  origin  lies  beyond 
our  solar  System.  It  is 
their  attitude  toward 
water.  As  far  as  we  know, 
Earth  is  the  most  watery 
of  planets  in  our  particu¬ 
lar  System.  Perhaps  in 
some  form  water  lies  in  or 
under  the  clouds  of  Venus 
or  in  the  gaseous  layers 
of  outer  planets.  To  a 
small  degree  it  is  almost 
certainly  présent  on  Mars. 
(As  we  now  know,  recent 
exploration  raises  a  ques¬ 
tion  of  varying  amounts  of 
frozen  water  on  certain 
satellites,  notably  Jupi¬ 
ter*  s  Europa.) 

But  large  deep  bodies  of 
water  such  as  ours  seem 
definitely  unique  in  our 
solar  System.  Presumably, 
therefore,  if  our  space 
visitors  corne  from  a 
neighboring  planet,  they 
would  approach  our  lakes 
and  océans  with  wary  res¬ 
pect.  Without  such  watery 


expanses  of  their  own, 
they  would  never  feel  at 
ease  on  or  in  ours,  no 
matter  how  advanced  their 
technical  development. 

But  the  striking  fact  is 
that,  where  water  is  co r(- 
cemed,  UFOs  appear  far 
more  at  home  than  our- 
selves.  They  seem  to  re¬ 
gard  it  as  an  element 
barely  distinguishable 
from  air  and  usually  treat 
it  with  indifférence.  They 
hâve  been  seen  flying  into 
it  and  emerging  from  it  at 
full  speed.  Observations 
of  strange  subsurface 
dises  suggest  they  may 
even  live  under  it. 

Now  we  hâve  learned  of  a 
case  in  which  a  UFO  was 
observed  boating  on  a  lake 
much  as  we  would  on  a  cas- 
ual  outing.  For  a  few  min¬ 
utes  the  object  looked 
like  any  vacation  craft, 
but  then  there  was  a  dif- 
feren ce . 

Although  the  incident 
occurred  in  1952,  it  did 
not  corne  to  light  until 
recently  when  it  was  re- 
ported  to  us  by  two  of  the 
witnesses.  They  were  Stew¬ 
art  Sanbom  of  Ladysmith, 
B.C.,  an  electrical  opera- 
tor  with  the  provincial 
power  System,  and  his 
cousin  b y  marri âge,  Mrs. 
Dorothy  Sanbom,  a  Red 
Cross  nurse  now  respons- 


ible  for  the  medical  care 
of  an  Indian  settlement  in 
B.C.fs  Cariboo  country. 
Another  witness  was  Mrs. 
Sanbomfs  late  husband, 
Gordon. 

"It  was  a  clear  bright 
moming  in  September,  and 
when  we  reached  the  ferry 
slip  to  cross  over  to  Ke- 
lowna  we  realized  we  would 
hâve  to  wait  a  bit  because 
we  could  see  the  ferry 
still  on  the  other  si de. 
And  then  about  half  a  mile 
north  of  the  ferry  we  no- 
ticed  this  other  thing. 

"I  remember  pointing  it 
out  and  saying  what  a 
beautiful  white  boat  it 
was,”  Mrs.  Sanbom  added. 
"It  was  moving  around  so 
grâce fui ly,  and  though  we 
still  couldnft  make  it  out 
very  well  at  that  dis¬ 
tance,  it  seemed  to  hâve  a 
smooth  round  design  we  had 
never  seen  before." 

As  the  three  watched 
from  their  car  in  admiring 
curiosity,  they  noticed 
the  strange  craft  had 
started  to  move  across  the 
lake  in  their  direction. 
By  that  time  cars  for  the 
ferry  were  beginning  to 
line  up  behind  them,  so 
others  were  also  in  a 
position  to  observe  what 
happened  next. 

"We‘  could  see  the  wash 
coming  out  from  either 
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side,  yet  somehow  the 
boat,  as  we  though  t  it 
was,  didnft  seem  to  be 
moving  very  fast,"  Sanborn 
said.  (Mrs.  Sanbom  com- 
pared  it  to  a  line  from 
Dante,  "Hasten  slowly.") 
"As  it  came  doser  we 
still  thought  it  must  be 
some  unusual  kind  of  mod¬ 
em  boat.  It  looked  like  a 
round  hard  hat  sitting  on 
a  platter. 

"But  there  was  something 
about  that  wash  that 
looked  different  and  that 
started  us  wondering." 

Although  neither  could 
explain  precisely  what  the 
différence  was,  possibly 
it  was  caused  by  the  cir- 
cular  shape  of  the  craft 
moving  light ly  on  the  sur¬ 
face,  like  a  flatly  thrown 
stone. 

"Then  suddenly  it  really 
surprised  us,"  Sanborn 
continued.  "It  was  a  few 
hundred  yards  away  when 
ail  at  once  the  wake  dis- 
appeared  and  we  realized 
the  thing  was  in  the  air. 
It  changed  direction  to 
the  right  so  that  it  came 
straight  toward  the  ferry 
dock  and  then  it  stopped 
dead,  less  than  100  feet 
in  front  of  us  and  about 
50  feet  above  the  water." 

Despite  the  17  years 
that  had  since  elapsed, 
Sanbom* s  memory  of  that 
expérience  was  obviously 
still  very  much  with  him. 
He  shook  his  head  in 
amazement  as  he  spoke  of 
it  and  seemed  to  live  the 
whole  expérience  over 
again . 

His  cousin,  on  the  other 
hand,  said  she  had  not 
thought  of  it  for  a  long 
while,  though  she  was  suf- 
ficiently  impressed  at  the 
time  to  make  a  note  of  it 
in  her  diary. 

"We  sat  in  the  car 
spellbound,"  she  said.  "We 
couldn*t  believe  what  was 
happening  and  afterwards. 


for  some  reason,  we  had  no 
desire  to  talk  about  it. 
It  was  as  if  we  had  been 
told  not  to." 

The  witnesses  described 
the  object  as  about  30 
feet  in  diameter  and  hav- 
ing  a  haziness  which  made 
the  outline  indistinct. 
Also  it  had  a  translucent 
quality  which  gave  them 
the  impression  that  anyone 
inside  could  hâve  seen 
them  without  being  seen  in 
retum. 

"It  stayed  there,  ab- 
solutely  silent,  for  a 
minute  or  so,"  Sanborn 
said,  "and  we  definitely 
had  the  feeling  it  was 
watching  us.  Then  it 
started  back  across  the 
lake.  By  this  time  I  was 
out  of  the  car  to  get  a 
better  look  and  I  told  the 
others  I  wished  I  had  a 
pair  of  binoculars.  An 
American  tourist  in  the 
car  behind  heard  me  and 
said,  *Here,  take  mine. 
I*ve  seen  enough . *  He 
looked  as  if  it  had  scared 
him." 

Through  the  binoculars 
Sanbom  watched  the  object 
reach  the  opposite  shore, 
just  over  two  miles  away, 
in  five  or  six  minutes, 
giving  it  a  leisurely 
speed  of  about  20  m.p.h. 
Then  it  seemed  to  fly  par- 
allel  to  a  trail  bordering 
the  lake  before  it  shot  up 
and  disappeared. 

After  a  moment  Sanbom 
handed  the  binoculars  back 
to  their  owner,  and  he 
remembers  how  they  stared 
silently  at  each  other  in 
disbelief . 

"I  guess  I  looked  just 
as  shocked  as  he  did," 
Sanbom  said,  "and  it  must 
hâve  affected  the  others 
the  same  way.  We  were  a 
pretty  quiet  bunch  going 
across  on  the  ferry." 

•  •  • 

A  letter  from  Tas  Rich¬ 
ardson  of  Linden,  Alberta, 


brings  to  mind  a  chain  of 
incidents  involving  what 
fancifully  might  be  called 
the  "littlest  UFO."  It  is 
the  small  sphere  of  light, 
usually  about  the  size  of 
a  golf  bail,  that  is  known 
to  enter  a  room,  move 
about  as  if  examining 
things,  and  leave  in  the 
same  way  it  arrived. 

One  such  incident  is 
described  in  my  book,  Our 
UFO  Visitors  (and  in 
CUFOR,  vol.  2,  no.  5,  nI 
Lived  in  a  Nest  of  UF0s,r 
by  Bemice  Niblett),  which 
prompted  Richardson  to 
write : 

"When  reading  the  Ber- 
nice  Niblett  story  I  was 
rather  skeptical.  She 
seemed  to  be  having  just 
too  many  expériences  but 
when  I  came  to  the  inci¬ 
dent  of  the  golf  ball- 
sized  light  moving  around 
inside  her  cabin  that  re- 
minded  me  of  a  similar  in¬ 
cident  that  a  neighbor 
lady  told  us  when  we  were 
living  in  Saltair  (on  Van¬ 
couver  Island,  B.C.).  She 
said  a  small  bright  light 
entered  her  bedroom  one 
night  through  the  open 
window  and  moved  around 
the  room  before  leaving 
the  same  way.  She  said  it 
acted  as  though  there  was 
some  intelligence  behind 
it ." 

The  writer*s  comment  is 
one  of  many  received  from 
readers  of  the  book  or 
CUFOR  who  noted  with  spé¬ 
cial  interest  the  account 
by  Miss  Niblett  recalling 
her  strange,  sometimes 
frightening  UFO-oriented 
expériences  during  the 
months  in  1967  that  she 
lived  on  a  lonely  section 
of  Keats  Island  off  the 
mainland  coast  of  B.C.  I 
cannot  think  of  any  one 
person  we  hâve  written 
about  whose  encounters 
caused  as  much  reaction, 
nor  cafi  I  remember  any 
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strong  expression  of  doubt 
in  any  one  of  ail  the  let- 
ters  we  hâve  received 
since  the  article  appeared 
in  1973.  Obviously  the 
sincerity  and  honesty  of 
the  author's  words  carried 
through  to  readers  just  as 
they  did  to  me  when  I  met 
and  spoke  to  her  at  length 
that  year. 

Of  her  expérience  with 
the  little  UFO,  she  wrote: 

"At  the  beginning  of 
March  I  moved  my  sleeping- 
bag  to  the  long  table  by 
the  front  window  so  Ifd 
hâve  a  chance  to  catch 
what  might  be  going  on 
later  at  night.  I  woke  up 
to  see  a  luminous  golf 
ball-sized  light  moving 
three  to  four  feet  above 
the  path  directly  in 
front.  I  thought  it  was  a 
deer  with  something  phos¬ 
phorescent  on  its  tail.  I 
shone  the  flash light  out 
the  window  but  there  was 
nothing  to  be  seen.  A 
night  or  two  later  I  woke 
again  to  see  the  golf  bail 
light,  this  time  out  the 
back  window.  I  presumed  it 
was  outside  until  it  moved 
beyond  the  window  to  the 
end  of  the  room.  It  then 
went  past  the  window  again 
to  the  other  end  of  the 
room,  then  back  to  the 
window  and  out.  The  window 
was  open  but  screened. 
During  its  trip  I  tumed 
on  the  electric  light  but 
it  wasnft  visible  with  the 
light  on." 

About  a  year  ago  I  heard 
of  another  case  involving 
the  flying,  shining  golf 
bail.  Dorothy  Wilkinson  of 
Vancouver  (her  maiden  name 
to  save  her  from  needless 
inquiries  about  her  psy- 
chic  photography)  told  me 
that  the  same  sort  of  ob- 
ject  once  entered  her  room 
through  an  open  window, 
flew  about  as  if  on  a  tour 
of  inspection  with  pauses 
here  and  there,  then  left 


through  the  window.  Al- 
though  Keats  Island,  where 
Bemice  lived  for  a  while, 
did  seem  to  be  a  gathering 
place  for  the  strange  vis- 
itors,  it  was  noticeable 
that  much  of  the  activity 
was  centered  immediately 
around  her.  In  Dorothy1 s 
case  the  attraction  has 
been  even  more  remarkable 
because  it  is  continuous. 
Obeying  some  inner  signal 
that  cornes  at  any  time, 
she  aims  her  caméra  into 
the  empty  air  and  produces 
frames  of  film  showing 
weird  but  definite  and 
sometimes  almost  recogniz- 
able  forms  of  activity  or 
landscape.  One  shot,  tak- 
en  on  the  lawn  of  her  mod- 
est  sub urban  house,  shows 
what  appears  to  be  a  hu- 
manoid  shape  inside  ap 
elongated  craft  with  il- 
luminated  Windows  (poorly 
reproduced  in  CUFOR  vol. 
5,  no.  3).  Another,  taken 
from  the  same  lawn,  has  a 
scene  resembling  a  water- 
front  with  luminous  struc¬ 
tures  in  the  background. 

By  contrast,  Bernice  had 
no  interest  in  photography 
and  did  not  own  a  caméra. 
It  struck  me  as  probably 
more  than  coincidence  that 
both  she  and  Dorothy 
seemed  to  be  centers  of 
attraction  for  UFO  activi¬ 
ty  of  ail  kinds.  Obviously 
the  means  these  two  women 
used  to  express  their  ex-, 
perience  were  quite  dif¬ 
ferent,  yet  just  as  obv¬ 
iously  the  influence  that 
causes  such  incidents  is 
présent  in  each. 

Tuming  back  to  the  fly¬ 
ing  golf  bail,  if  one  is 
inclined  to  think  bail 
lightning  provides  an  an- 
swer  (as  it  arguably  does 
for  s  o  many  indoor  UFO 
cases) ,  there  is  an  inci¬ 
dent  described  in  Flying 
Saueer  Review  (vol.  19, 
no.  2)  that  is  worth  con- 
sidering.  The  time  was  the 


night  of  June  21-22,  1972, 
and  the  place  was  the  bed- 
room  of  20-year-old  Javier 
Bosque,  a  student  living 
at  Logrono  in  northeastern 
Spain. 

Bosque  was  in  bed  lis- 
tening  to  his  transistor 
radio,  having  just  fin- 
ished  taping  some  guitar 
music  on  his  recorder, 
when  the  two  leaves  of  his 
window  opened  and  a  bail 
of  light  entered.  Although 
frightened,  Bosque  managed 
to  turn  on  his  recorder  to 
catch  the  beeping  noises 

that  started  to  corne  from 
his  radio. 

"...the  object  remained 
stationary  for  a  few  mo¬ 
ments,  and  then  commenced 
an  exploratory  stage,"  ac- 
cording  to  the  Spanish 

publication  Stendek ,  from 
which  the  FSR  article  was 
transi ated  by  Gordon 

Creighton.  "It  put  out  a 

beam,  first  towards  the 
transistor  radio,  and  then 
towards  the  tape-recorder . 
Then,  drawing  the  beam  en- 
tirely  in  again,  the  ob¬ 
ject  rose  up  once  more  to 
a  height  of  two  meters 
from  the  floor  and,  after 
halting  for  a  few  seconds, 
headed  straight  towards 
the  window  and  vanished." 

If  that  was  bail  light¬ 
ning,  we  will  hâve  to  turn 
back  the  clock  because  we 
know  absolutely  nothing 
about  the  marvel  s  of  na¬ 
ture  î 

Another  incident  involv¬ 
ing  a  miniature  UFO  that 
cornes  to  mind  again  raises 
the  question,  as  in  the 
Niblett  and  Wilkinson 
cases,  of  whether  some 
psychic  quality  possessed 
by  the  witness  lies  behind 
the  whole  expérience.  In 
this  case,  however,  it  ap¬ 
pears  that  such  a  quality 
may  hâve  been  sharpened  or 
even  created  by  the  expér¬ 
ience  because  the  witness 
herself  claimed  that  be-

fore  it  occurred  she  had 
no  interest  in  the  UFO 
phenomenon .  Afterward, 

however,  she  felt  her  out¬ 
look  had  changed  so  much 
she  was  even  attracted  by 
it  and  other  mysteries  of 
the  supematural. 

An  account  of  the  inci¬ 
dent  was  carried  in  CUFOR 
(vol.  4,  no.  6)  which  re- 
printed  it  from  the  SOBEPS 
News,  a  Belgian  publica¬ 
tion  designed  for  English- 
speaking  readers.  After 
describing  how  the  wit¬ 
ness,  Mme.  A.V.,  was  driv- 
ing  along  a  country  road 
one  September  evening  in 
1965  on  her  way  home  from 
work  in  Brussels,  the  re¬ 
port  continued  in  her 
words  : 

"Suddenly  I  had  the  sen¬ 
sation  that  the  car  was 
not  responding  to  the 
steering  wheel,  which 
tumed  from  left  to  right 
without  any  apparent  rea- 
son  and  I  immediately 
thought  of  a  fiat  tire  or 
a  tire  rapidly  in  the  pro- 
cess  of  losing  air.  That 
only  lasted  a  few  seconds 
and  I  started  to  slow 
down . 

"It  was  then  that,  bi- 
zarrely,  I  felt  myself 
lifted  with  my  car  some 
centimeters  clear  of  the 
ground!  At  the  same  time, 
a  sort  of  'small  néon 
light1  appeared  several 
centimeters  from  my  wind- 
screen  and  it  remained 
fixed  there  for  several 
seconds  before  me,  slight- 
ly  to  my  right. 

"It  seemed  to  be  solid, 
opaque  and  uniformly  lum¬ 
inous,  having  a  light  yel- 
low  color  which  was  not  at 
ail  dazzling  to  the  eyes. 
It  was  like  a  tube  with  4 
cm.  diameter  and  about  70 
cm.  long,  slightly  curved 
towards  the  top.  Its  ends 
were  well-defined  and  its 
contours  clear. 

"You  can  understand  my 


stuporî 

"It  stayed  thus  fixed 
for  what  seemed  an  inter¬ 
minable  time  and  then  it 
dis appeared  suddenly  (the 
duration  was  estimated  to 
be  three  or  four  seconds)  . 
It  seemed  to  me  that  at 
this  moment  my  car  once 
again  made  contact  with 
the  ground..." 

At  some  stage  after  that 
Mme.  A.  V.  fs  interest  in 
the  UFO  puzzle  changed 
from  négative  to  intense, 
and  we  can  see  that  per- 
haps  from  the  beginning 
she  was  what  our  visitors 
might  consider  a  sympathe- 
tic  subject. 

The  tuming  point  came, 
at  least  to  outward  ap- 
pearances,  several  years 
later  when  Mme.  A.V.  was 
worried  about  the  health 
of  her  second  daughter  who 
had  an  ailment  that  her 
doctors  were  unable  to  re- 
medy.  The  SOBEPS  article 
said: 

"Then,  one  morning  which 
seemed  just  like  ail  the 
others,  a  révélation! 

"Mme.  A.  V.  had  just 
woken  up  and  immediately 
had  the  feeling  that  there 
was  someone  in  her  bed- 
room.  She  opened  her  eyes 
and  saw,  facing  her  at  the 
head  of  the  bed,  her 
daughter  who  was  standing 
there,  fixed  and  immobile. 

"Realizing  the  absurdity 
of  the  situation  (it  was 
not  her  daughter1 s  custom 
to  do  this  and,  moreover, 
this  daughter  was  absent 
from  home) ,  she  first  of 
ail  thought  she  was  having 
a  bad  dream  or  an  halluci¬ 
nation.  Once  again,  as  in 
the  previous  case,  a  sort 
of  small  'neoii1  was  vis¬ 
ible  in  front  of  her 
daughter  which  seemed  to 
embrace  the  form  of  her 
stomach  and  the  digestive 
System  and  remained  sta¬ 
tionary  in  this  position! 

"This  vision  lasted  se¬ 


veral  seconds  and  then  ail 
of  a  sudden  disappeared. 

"Corning  out  of  her  stu- 
por,  and  having  made  sure 
that  she  was  indeed  awake 
and  that  she  was  not 
dreaming,  Mme.  A.  V.  re- 
called  her  earlier  adven- 
ture:  the  néon  which  then 

appeared  had  exactly  -  and 
the  witness  is  firm  -  the 
same  color  and  the  same 
appearance  as  in  the  first 
incident.  Only  its  shape 
had  changed.  .  . 

"In  the  mind  of  the  wit¬ 
ness,  this  'vision1  could 
only  be  explained  as  a 
sign  sent  by  some  super- 
natural  force,  with  the 
aim  of  clearing  up  her 
daughter  fs  illness.  She 
must  be  suffering  from 
stomach  trouble  or  upsets 
in  the  digestive  tract  and 
the  doctors  had  not  yet 
diagnosed  this  eventuali- 

ty. 

"The  fact  is  that  this 
diagnosis  turned  out  to  be 
correct  and,  nursed  with 
adéquate  treatment,  the 
young  girl  completely  and 
quickly  recovered." 

Mme.  A.  V.'s  expérience 
was  that  of  a  true  psy¬ 
chic,  even  though  it  will 
never  be  known  whether  the 
néon  device  helped  create 
the  vision  or  was  simply 
part  of  the  witness1  own 
mental  projection.  In  any 
case,  her  conversion  was 
complété . 

"I  don't  know  why,"  she 
said  later,  "but  I  feel 
attracted  by  ail  that 
touches  on  the  paranormal 
aptitudes  of  certain 
people.  Ail  my  leisure 
time  is  spent  on  the  study 
of  these  phenomena. 

"I  feel  drawn  to  this 
although  I  had  never  be¬ 
fore  felt  the  slightest 
interest  in  this  subject. 
I  believe  that  I  possess  a 
gift  for  this  sort  of 
thing,  especially  for 
healing."  # 
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UFO  OVER  OTTAWA  by  Mr.  x

On  the  evening  of  March 
12th,  a  frustrated  rési¬ 
dent  of  Nepean,  Ontario, 
telephoned  the  CJOH-TV 
newsroom  to  report  an  un- 
identified  flying  object. 
Although  he  had  notified 
the  police  and  military, 
no  one  in  the  govemment 
seemed  interested  in  tak- 
ing  note  of  his  report. 
Max  Keeping,  a  newscaster 
at  CJOH-TV,  went  out  to 
look  at  the  UFO  being  re- 
ported.  The  time  of  the 
initial  report  was  around 
8  p.m.  and  would  hâve  been 
at  a  time  when  a  bril liant 
Venus  was  visible.  When 
Mr.  Keeping  made  an  effort 
to  report  the  UFO  to  the 
authorities,  he  met  with 
the  same  sort  of  frustra¬ 
tion  experienced  by  the 
original  witness.  No  one 
would  listen.  It  was  most 
probably  this  frustration 
that  spurred  his  momentous 
announ cernent  during  the 
evening* s  newscast  that  he 
had  seen  a  UFO  in  the 
skies  of  Ottawa. 

As  the  original  witness 
was  a  former  air  force  of- 
ficer,  the  identification 
of  the  object  would  seem 
to  hâve  been  desired.  Un- 
fortunately,  neither  the 
RCMP  nor  the  defence  of¬ 
ficiais  were  responsive  to 
the  report.  When  the  Na¬ 
tional  Research  Council 
was  contacted,  Dr.  A.  G. 
McNamara  dismissed  the 
sighting  as  being  nothing 
more  than  the  planet  Ve¬ 
nus.  One  viewer  of  the 
news  broadcast  was  Terence 
Dickinson,  editor  of  Star 
and  Sky  and  popular  astro- 
nomical  writer.  He  had 


spoken  with  Keeping  but 
found  it  extremely  dif- 
ficult  to  convince  him 
that  the  UFO  was  probably 
Venus.  The  next  evening, 
Mr.  Dickinson  called  this 
editor  (Mr.  X)  and  in- 
quired  as  to  who  in  Ottawa 
one  should  report  UFOs  and 
where  one  could  obtain  a 
reasonable  explanation.  As 
no  such  agency  exists  per 
se,  it  was  described  as  to 
how  the  various  government 
agencies,  (whether  RCMP, 
DND,  or  NRC)  ,  would  sidr- 
step  their  responsibili- 
ties  and  resort  to  buck- 
passing  or  promote  the 
easiest,  if  inaccurate, 
explanations .  The  Air 
Traffic  Control  in  Ottawa 
tried  to  explain  the  ob¬ 
ject  as  a  weather  balloon 
or  a  communications  satel¬ 
lite,  but  as  noted  in  a 
Canadian  Press  dispatch: 
'*anything  but  a  flying 
saucer'*.  Prompted  by  Mr. 
Dickinson,  a  téléphoné  in¬ 
terview  with  Max  Keeping 
was  made  on  the  evening  of 
the  13th  and  background 
information  regarding  the 
handling  of  UFO  reports  in 
Canada  provided. 

What  has  become  clear  is 
that  the  UFO  might  well 
hâve  been  Venus  as  report- 
ed  by  a  vast  majority  of 
those  people  who  saw  a 
light  in  the  sky.  What  is 
bothersome  is  some  wit- 
nesses,  including  Mr. 
Keeping,  State  that  they 
saw  the  UFO  at  a  time  when 
Venus  would  hâve  been  be- 
low  the  horizon.  What  then 
were  they  watching?  Dick¬ 
inson  suggests  that  the 
UFO  when  seen  around  8 


p.m.  was  Venus  and  that 
what  was  said  to  hâve  been 
Venus  by  Keeping  and 
others  was  Sirius;  and, 
later  that  evening,  Sirius 
alone  in  the  sky  may  hâve 
been  mistaken  for  the  UFO. 
While  this  is  the  best  ef¬ 
fort  to  identify  the  UFO, 
it  does  assume  several  er- 
rors  on  the  part  of  the 
main  UFO  witnesses  .  When 
the  UFO  was  first  seen,  it 
was  reported  to  hâve  moved 
from  the  eastem  part  of 
the  sky  to  the  western  sky 
in  far  too  short  a  period 
of  time  to  be  accounted 
for  by  any  planet.  If  it 
was  seen  in  the  eastern 
sky,  one  might  then  sus¬ 
pect  Jupiter  was  seen  ris- 
ing,  but  how  then  was  it 
later  mistaken  for  Venus 
half  way  across  the  sky? 
Witnesses  also  claim  to 
hâve  seen  the  UFO  long  af- 
ter  the  setting  of  Venus 
but  still  in  the  direction 
of  the  western  horizon. 
One  witness  was  a  staff 
photographer  for  the  Ot¬ 
tawa  Journal.  He  had  pho- 
tographed  the  object  well 
after  10  p.m.,  after  mid- 
night,  and  described  it  as 
a  flashing  light  making 
erratic  movements  both 
vertically  and  horizontal- 
ly.  This  photograph  in  the 
Ottawa  Journal 3  (March 
14th),  as  opposed  to  one 
of  a  squiggle  of  light 
shown  by  Keeping  on  the 
second  evening,  showed  an 
oval  or  lens-like  object. 
However,  the  object  was 
photographed  with  a  tele- 
photo  lens  and  was  blown- 
up  as  far  as  was  possible 
without  obscuring  it  with 
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the  photographie  grain.  No 
details  can  be  expected 
from  this  pinpoint  on  the 
photographie  négative . 
Still,  an  analysis  of  the 
photograph  is  being  pur- 
sued  by  Arthur  Bray,  an 
author  of  two  books  about 
UFOs,  who  résides  in  Ot¬ 
tawa.  An  offer  to  try  to 
identify  the  star-field 
surrounding  the  UFO  was 
discounted  when  it  became 
clear,  after  a  brief  in¬ 
terview  with  the  photogra¬ 
pher,  that  no  stars  were 
to  be  found  on  the  photo¬ 
graph.  Much  of  the  diffi- 
culty  in  establishing  the 
truth  of  the  matter  has 
corne  from  the  lack  of  de¬ 
tails  noted  by  witnesses, 
such  as  exact  times  of  the 
sightings  and  a  lack  of 
ability  to  identify  some 
celestial  objects,  as  well 
as  the  réluctance  of  gov¬ 
ernment  agencies  to  record 
reports  of  this  UFO. 

Even  though  there  are 
régulations  and  proper 
channels  for  reporting 
UFOs  in  the  RCMP,  DND,  and 
Ministry  of  Transport,  not 
one  of  these  agencies 
filed  any  report  of  this 
UFO  with  the  National  Re¬ 
search  Council.  And,  con- 
sidering  that  the  National 
Research  Council  was  con¬ 
tacted  directly  by  wit¬ 
nesses,  the  only  active 
investigation  was  by  Dr. 
McNamara.  When  questioned 
about  the  sighting,  Dr. 
McNamara  admit  te  d  that  he 
had  not  even  consul ted  an 
ephremis  or  handbook  to 
note  when  Venus  was  visi¬ 
ble  and  when  it  was  not. 
He  had  not  seen  nor  was  he 
interested  in  the  Ottawa 
Journal1 s  photograph,  (his 
main  objection  to  it  was 
that  it  failed  to  indicate 
which  direction  was  up)  . 
Yet,  the  most  indolent  be- 
haviour  cornes  in  the  fail- 
ure  of  the  National  Re¬ 
search  Council  to  note  any 


information  of  this  sight¬ 
ing  in  the  'Non-Me teoric 
Sighting'  file,  (or  UFO 
file).  If  the  NRC  is  the 
govemment  agency  respon- 
sible  for  receiving  UFO 
reports,  it  is  most  damn- 
ing  that  no  effort  was 
made  to  note  the  sighting 
in  any  form  for  its  own 
files.  One  might  well  won- 
der  at  the  reticence  of 
police  and  military  auth¬ 
orities  to  pass  on  through 
channels  UFO  reports,  but 
one  might  well  fear  at  how 
little  concem  is  shown  by 
scientists  who  will  not 
even  note  the  time  and  lo¬ 
cation  of  a  widely  re¬ 
ported  sighting  over  the 
capital  city.  By  failing 
to  respond,  Dr.  McNamara 
has  allowed  prospective 
witnesses  to  be  discour- 
aged  from  coming  forward 
with  future  reports  and 


has  also  denied  access  to 
the  report  to  others  who 
do  make  an  effort  to 
identify  reported  UFOs  and 
who  do  consult  the  Obser¬ 
veras  Handbook  as  to  when 
and  where  Venus  is  visi¬ 
ble.  When  Max  Keeping 
asks:  "Where  does  one 

tum?  Who  accepts  these 
reports?",  it  becomes  most 
clear  that  the  Canadian 
govemment  is  not  yet  pre- 
pared  to  act  responsibly 
and  that  if  not  for  the 
efforts  of  a  few  private 
individuals,  no  effort 
would  be  made  at  ail  to 
know  what  is  happening  in 
Canadian  skies.  (For  key
